scotch Ahead?

Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the- 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our; 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting-System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Frederichs, assistant super- 


- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads 'to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway resurfacing in progress for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that'slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 
" 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is*a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may, sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 
x 


It has taken the state highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't -finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


' project exemplified, more than any other 


highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On1 the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
-the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

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11-Mile Tolhvays Job To Begin May 2 
Major Resurfacing Slate 
For Northwest, Tri-State 


The Illinois Tolhvay Authority an- 


nounced yesterday that major resurfac- 
ing projects will begin May 2 on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. The 
completion date is Aug. 1. 


i 


The work involves li miles of resurfac- 


ing on both toll roads. The Northwest 
Toliwax will be resurfaced from the Ken- 
nedy Expressway to Meacham Road 
near Schaumburg. The Tri-State project 
runs from one-half mite north of Ogden 
Avenue to the juncture of the Northwest 
and Tri-State. 


"The work will be similar to that on 


the Kennedy last summer/' said John 
Serumgard, a consultant to the highway 
authority. During construction, one lane 
will be closed in both directions. 


.Besides adding another layer of con- 
crete to the existing pavement, Serum- 
gard said workers will repair bridges 
and railings. Construction is scheduled 
seven days a week with workers on the 
job 20 hours each day, according to toll- 
way officials. 


Serumgard estimated the cost of the 


Northwest Tollway project at near $2.6 
million and the Tri-State work at more 
than $3 million. 


THE TOLLWAY construction was orig- 


inally scheduled last year but postponed 
because of the Kennedy and Dan Ryan 
work. 


Both toll roads were completed in 1958, 


Serumgard said, and this is the first ma- 
jor resurfacing job since that time. He 
could not estimate the length of time un- 
til another resurfacing is necessary. 


Tollway authorities said yesterday the 


minute men, a force of emergency ve- 
hicles, will be doubled to assist disabled 
cars. 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


has no immediate plans to increase ser- 
vice to the area during the construction 
period, according to Tom Smith, a rail- 
r o a d spokesman. "There was no 
enormous surge in passengers last sum- 
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mer" during the Kennedy project, he 
said. 


"But if there is a need, we will add 


equipment to the rail'lines," Smith said. 


A United Motor Coach official said 


there are no plans for added bus service 
during the resurfacing work. "A lot of 
drivers just find other ways to get to Chi- 
cago," he said, rather than taking public 
transportation. 


Last summer, many Northwest subur- 


ban commuters teamed up in car pools 
to travel into the city.

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Alton Broteii Leaving 
An Era Goes With Him

An era will end tonight at the meeting 


of the Elk Grove Village Community Ser- 
vice Board. 


Alton Broten, former board president 


and the last member of the original 
board still serving, will attend his last 
meeting. His resignation becomes effec- 
tive tonight. 


"I guess I feel some relief in terms of 


the meeting schedule/' Broten said 
recently. "Sometimes it has been very 
hard for me to get home in time to get to 
meetings." 


However, Broten will not completely 


end his relationship with the village-fun- 
ded social service agency. "I don't in- 
tend to give up my association with the 
board — I suggested many of the board 
.members to Jack Pahl (former village' 
president) and I feel real pleased with 
the way they function and the way they 
are so committed to Community Ser- 
vice." 


BROTEN1 was appointed to the board 


in 1966, when the village board passed 
the ordinance setting up the agency. The 
idea for Community Service, he said, had 
grown out of discussions he and other 
village residents had had about social 
service programs for the village. 


Broten, executive director of the Mary 


Bartelme Home for Girls of Metropolitan 
Chicago, says now, "I felt strongly that a 
village like this, that was bound to grow, 
shouldn't duplicate the organizational 
problems of larger cities with service' 
agencies." 


With the help of a representative of the 


Metropolitan Welfare Council, Commu- 
nity Service was created to contract for 
some social services, provide help for 
youth and refer residents with problems 
to other service agencies. 


* 
THE FIRST board president, elected in 


March, 1966, was Sid Katz, who had 
helped develop the agency. Broten re- 
calls that Katz owned a business in the 
industrial park, but did not live in the 
village. 


"I sometimes think of Sid when people 


talk about our relationship with the in- 
dustrial park," Broten says. "He was in- 
volved with the village.'' 


In November, 1966 Katz1 business was . 


relocated, and Broten became board 
president — a job he was to hold until 
May, 1970. 


Looking back, he sees the key fact 


about Community Service being its es-

Health Board 
Remap Gets 
Initial OK 


Preliminary recommendations that the 


Elk Grove Village Health Department 
and the Board of Health be reorganized 
and given enforcement powers were ap- 
proved yesterday by the Board of Health. 


The recommendations, which will be 


incorporated into a comprehensive health 
survey being completed by a board com- 
mittee, will help implement 
specific 


proposals that will be developed from the 
survey, board member Donna Farley 
said. 


The health board has been working on 


a survey for about two years and last 
summer was given $1,500 to complete the 
job. 


The general recommendations for re* 


structuring the health board were pre- 
sented yesterday even though the survey, 
with its specific recommendations, will 
not be completed until June. 


The broadening of the groups' author- 


ity and name changes for both will be 
needed to implement the specific report, 
Mrs. Farley said, adding, "By its nature 
the comprehensive health survey has 
dealt with areas that are not now under 
the health department jurisdiction." 
. Under the recommendations, the name 
of the board of health would be changed 
to the "Commission for Community 
Health" and the Health Department 
would be renamed the "Department of 
Community Health." 


The commission would be placed on 


the same level as other village commis- 
sions, including the plan commission, 
with responsibility for all areas of health 
services in the village and the power to 
recommend policy to the village board. 


IN ADDITION, under the recommen- 


dations a community health coordinator, 
who would work with the village sani- 
tarian and would help the commission 
implement recommendations in the sur- 
vey, would be hired on either a full or 
part-time basis. The position would even- 
tually become full-time. 


The recommendations also call for the 


commission and the coordinator to un- 
dertake a survey of village residents that 
would test specific recommendations to

Trading was the second busiest of the

Fiorello La Guardla, the flamboyant, 
three-term mayor of New York City, will 
be issued April 24, 


La Guardla, who had a long and varied 


career in public service, died in 1947. 
New Yorkers affectionately called him 
"The Little Flower," a literal translation 
of his Italian-derived first name. He 
liked to chase fire engines and, when the 
city's newspapers went on strike, he 
went on radio to read the comic strips. 


He was also a hard worker who left his 


mark on New York City while serving as 
its mayor from 1934-1945. La Guardia 
reorganized the machinery for municipal 
government, balanced the budget, in- 
volved himself with slum clearance, 
beautiflcation, construction of parkways, 
bridges and the airport that was later to 
bear his name. 


Born in 18BZ, La Guardla was elected 


to Congress In 1916, left office to join the 
U.S. Air Force during World War I and 
emerged a major. He returned to Con- 
gress where he served until 1933. 


The stamp bearing his likeness is part 


of the Prominent American series of 
regular postal Issues. It was designed by 
Sobert Glessman of New York.

The current four-front Commu- 


nist offensive in South Vietnam — 
which sharply threatens the secur- 
ity and well-being of that country 
—again points out an often-evident 
contradiction in American foreign 
policy. 


On one hand, the United States 


has maintained a military pres- 
ence in South Vietnam — but a 
presence which has been sharply 
reduced in recent years. Currently 
there are 95.000 American troops in 
that country — a figure which 
could drop to 35.000 men by Elec- 
tion Day in November. 


In the meantime we have aggres- 


sively 
promoted 
the 
Vietnam- 


ization concept — the development 
of a self-sufficient South Vietnam- 
ese fighting force. Such devel- 
opment has been based on the be- 
lief that a friendly South Vietnam- 
ese government is vital to our self- 
interest. 


Militarily, 
there 
is 
no con- 


tradiction if peace comes to Viet- 
nam and we can continue to with- 
draw our troops. 


Today, however. Vietnamization 


is beginning to appear as a partial 
failure. In the past two weeks the 
North Vietnamese offensive 
has 


pushed 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 


troops in some cases into a wild 
retreat. It would be generous to 
say that the performance of the 
South Vietnamese military has 
been unimpressive. 


American air power is the only 


element which has had an obvious 
effect in stemming the onslaught of 
Communist tanks and firepower. 
Our air power even failed during 
the first three days of the invasion; 
bad weather cut into our flight 
schedule and allowed 10,000 men 
and Communist tanks to flood 
across the DM2. 


Is more American troops the an- 


swer to stemming the floodtide? 


President Nixon has steadfastly re- 
jected "more troops" as an option, 
but it is unclear what are his other 
options. 


r»~ 


But if the invasion continues to 


be successful, will the pressure for 
help from the South Vietnamese 
government be too great to resist? 
We doubt it; political pressure in 
this country against reescalation is 
all-powerful in this election year. 


Nonetheless, the United States 


military machine is STILL in Viet- 
nam, through its troops and its 
massive air power — and STILL it 
is not the South Vietnamese war to 
win or lose. There will STILL be 
American 
casualties, 
whether 


through the loss of aircraft or 
through the occasional deaths of 
some of our 95.000 "military ad- 
visers" fa term which takes us 
ominously back to 1961 and 1962.) 


We termed Vietnam a "quag- 


mire" in a Herald editorial on Feb. 
3. because the U. S. foreign policy 
logic held us in in Vietnam as a 
dominant military and political 
force. It is a logic which continues 
to pull us inexorably further and 
further back into the conflict. 


Withdrawal is the only realistic 


solution for us. We should not allow 
our basic sympathy for the South 
Vietnamese government (a sympa- 
thy which has allowed us to prop it 
up time after time) to confuse us 
about the basic nature of the con- 
flict. 


Today, it is South Vietnam's war 


to win or lose. American air sup- 
port will only result in 
deeper 


American involvement (although it 
may temporarily ease the military 
pressure on the south). 


In short, Vietnamization must 


rise or fall on its own. American- 
ization — in any military sense — 
will not aid the people or the gov- 
ernment of South Vietnam. It is 
their war, to win or lose. 


Germany's Rightists 


Rightist radicalism continues to 


decline in the Federal Republic of 
Germany.

Not only has the largest rightist 


party, the National Democrats, 
failed to gain seats ai the national 
parliament in Bonn, but it has con- 
sistently won a percentage of votes 
well below the 5 per cent minimum 


for sending a delegate to any state 
legislature. 


According to a recent report of 


the Federal Office for the Protec- 
tion of the Constitution, West Ger- 
many and West Berlin have only 
about 31,500 far-rightists all told in 
a population of around 60 million, 
and they are scattered among 66 
splinter parties. 


Mummified Imposters 


University of Michigan scientists 


report that somebody has pulled 
the old Egyptian mummy switch. 


Bone-by-bone analysis of 
full- 


body X-rays taken of all the phar- 
oahs and their queens in the Egyp- 
tian Museum in Cairo reveals that 
that one 3,500-year-old mummy, 
thought to be that of Thutmosis I, 
is that of a teen-age imposter far 
too young to have been the real 
Thutmosis. 


Another mummy of a XXI Dy- 


nasty queen is suspected of being a 


man. In all, the investigators say 
there are about six "lost" pha- 
raohs and queens among the un- 
identified mummy collection in the 
museum. 


The U.M. scientists made similar 


news in 1968 when they discovered 
that what was thought to be an in- 
fant buried with Queen Markare 
was really a baboon. 


It just goes to prove that you 


can't trust anyone over 30 cen- 
turies old. 


Caucuses Can Supply Choices 


Now that I can't be accused of getting 
g^i^fc^^^^^ 


involved in someone's campaign issue, 
I'd like to offer another view of the 
school caucus question. My ideas are not 
related to the success or failure of any 
candidate; I've no idea how the indepen- 
dent candidates fared at this writing. 


Much of the previous debate generated 


heat but no light. The school caucus is 
not PTA dominated, homogenous in its 
thinking, unresponsive, closed, or sub- 
verting the election process. The com- 
ments of a disappointed candidate and 
his close reporter-friend are, out of 
simple pique and somewhat silly. 


The only good issue was raised in an 


excellent editorial and was never pur- 
sued. In sum, the essence of the demo- 
cratic process is the existence of viable 
alternatives. At issue is how best to 
create those alternatives. 


School caucuses were formed initially 


as an alternative to a bad process for 
selecting school board members. In some 
places they were the new wave, challeng- 
ing, an unresponsive old guard in a sud- 
denly growing community. In others, 
people had simply grown tired of having 
bad board members always chosen by a 
single power group, frequently political, 
and formed a group of their own. Almost 
all were formed to combat an existing

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evil by presenting alternatives, viable al- 
ternatives, in the form of well-chosen 
candidates. 


Their success is shown by the fact that 


the target sooner or later disappeared. 
Granted the result is less fun for news 
reporters. Yet if we turned to the politi- 
cally-dominated selection process used 
by some districts, the editorial glee 
would I think be short lived. 


But the issue is creating alternatives 


that are viable. The school caucus, left 
virtually without qualified opposition, is 
now called undemocratic. Unfairly, of 
course, because it didn't change, the op- 
position just left. The caucus has become 
the establishment, not by intent or de- 
sign, but simply by default.' 


A'school caucus can meet the changed 


situation by providing its own alterna- 
tives. The purpose of most caucuses is to 
seek out and back qualified candidates 
for school board positions. It is only a 
slight shift from that to backing all quali- 
fied candidates, without limit. Not a rigid 


one or two for each office, but all those 
candidates the caucus delegates feel they 
can in conscience support, The test is not 
the number of openings, but the quality 
of the candidates. 


The pitfalls are obvious. The selection 


process turns to determining that a can- 
didate is not sufficiently qualified to re- 
ceive caucus backing. If carelessly done, 
the caucus credibility could be de- 
stroyed. Caucuses ouside this area have 
successfully walked that tightrope for 
years; it can be done. 


Providing alternatives means a lot 


more work, in liberally and impartially 
providing coffees and candidate meetings 


for all the candidates selected. Without 
that, it becomes a test of which candi- 
date has the most friends, and we'll have 
stepped backward twenty years. 


And with all that, 10 per cent of the 


voters will respond, 
as usual. Dis- 


couraging? I think not. Those who care 
vote. If they care enough to vote, the 
caucus ought to be concerned enough to 
provide them with viable alternatives — 
good candidates whose views are widely 
known. No one else will.

She will set the raytime cal- 
culator to program the cooking of the en- 
tire meal — from start to finish — 
through as many as four appliances — 
including her induction range.

sale," McGowan said, "but they are in 
the desip. We are surveying builders for 
their reaction — and if they are inter- 
ested we'll build them.

Casualty Claims 
On Tax Returns 
Causing Delays 


Roger C. Beck, district director of In- 


ternal Revenue for northern Illinois, said 
many taxpayers claiming casualty or 
theft losses are experiencing delays in 
the processing of their federal income 
tax returns. This is because they are ei- 
ther failing to deduct the $100 limitation 
or not showing this computation on their 
return. 


Under a new program this year, Ser- 


vide Centers are identifying and correct- 
ing taxpayer errors in order that tax- 
payers will not be subject to later inter- 
est charges. 


Beck explained that a personal casu- 


alty or theft loss Is allowed only to the 
person who owns the property and must 
be reduced by any payment received 
through insurance. The amount that may 
be deducted must further be reduced by 
$100. 


As an example, a taxpayer suffers a 


casualty or theft loss of $1,000, of which 
$560 is recovered by insurance. The tax- 
payer can claim that portion not covered 
by insurance minus $100, or a total of 
$400. 


When claiming a casualty or theft loss, 


the taxpayer should file a Form 4684 
with is 1040 return, showing the loss on 
both the Form 4684 and on lines 26 and 31 
on Schedule A & 6 of the 1040, 


Additional information on properly 


claiming casualty and theft losses can be 
obtained from the nearest Internal Reve- 
nue Service office.

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JMew Unemployment Laws Top yeor For M.G™ 


Robert A. Dwyer, midwest regional di- 
to the Unemployment Compensation Act 


rector of the Small Business Adminis- 
tration, said his agency has cautioned 
SB A borrowers throughout Illinois to 
comply with recent changes in the State 
Unemployment Compensation Act. 


"It is estimated," Dwyer said, "that 


some 90,000 small Illinois business firms 
have become subject to the State Unem- 
ployment Compensation Act this year as 
the result of changes in federal and state 
laws. "Tragically, many small business- 
men may not be aware of this and may 
find themselves subject to penalties 
when they do not comply with provisions 
of the act." 


Dwyer said he had sent letters to 


SBA borrowers throughout Illinois warn- 
ing them of the possible applicability of 
the act to* them. "Many of our borrow- 
ers," Dwyer said, "cannot afford to be 
members of trade associations and 
watch-dog organizations 
which might 


keep them informed about matters such 
as this." 


Dwyer said any firm not previously 


covered by the act that had a payroll of 
$1,500 or more in any calendar quarter of 
1971 or that employed one or more work- 
ers in each of 20 or more weeks in that 
year is now subject to the law. 


Dwyer said employers who are subject 


are liable to the state for the payment of 
contributions (payroll taxes).. The first 
such payment by a newly subject firm 
will be for the first calendar quarter 
(January, February and March) of 1972. 
The payment will be due by 'April 30, 
together with a report of the wages paid 
to each of the firm's employes during the 
quarter. 
,' 


A firm which fails to make any pay- 


ment or file an appripriate report when 
due subjects itself to interest charges 
and penalties, Dwyer cautioned. 


Dwyer urged small businessmen to ob- 


tain further information about the act

flux, a small round file, steel wool and 
emery cloth to complete your equipment 


TUKN OFF THE water supply befoie 


you cut any pipe Open a few faucets so 
that water will drain from the pipe If 
water remains, it will cause a poor sol- 
der joint since the moist pipe will not be 
completely heated Wipe out the pipe 
with rags to make certain it is dry 


After you cut the pipe check for rough 


edges and burrs File the rough edges, 
working on both inside and outside sur- 
faces 


Use emery cloth not only for sanding 


the edge but to get the pipe absolutely 
clean Polish about an inch of the tubing 
at the end to be soldered Use emery 
cloth or steel wool Make it shiny inside 
and out 


Spread flux on the outside of the tubing 


and inside of the fitting when you have 
finished cleaning and polishing them 


Join the pieces and move them around 


a little so that the flux is spread all 
around Run the flame of your torch all 
around the fitting. You must get the met- 
al hot enough so that the solder will melt 
when it touches the surface Do not melt 
the solder with the flame If the solder 
does not melt on contact with the metal, 
keep heating it 


Concentrate the solder at the joint It 


will be drawn into the joint with little 
remaining on the surface Keep the sol- 
der moving all around the joints so that 
it will be distributed evenly Remove the 
flame and wipe off excess solder with 
steel wool 


Solder that piles up around the joint is 


not only sloppy, it is probably a poor 
joint and it is likely to leak 


BE CAREFUL when soldering next to 


a previously soldered joint Keep the 
flame away from the finished joint If 
you must, wrap a wet rag around the 
older joint 


If the joint leaks when you turn on the 


water (test it under pressure by turning 
off the faucet), turn off the water and 
dram the pipe before starting again

NEW YORK - Vegetables and salads 


are nature's way of adding vital vitamins 
and minerals to your diet with a splash 
of color. There's also that variety of 
taste so essential in making a meal inte- 
resting and enjoyable. 


Everyone is in luck who is Instructed 


by his doctor or who personally considers 
the need for a low-fat-low cholesterol- 
management diet. All vegetables, fruit 
and salad greens are low in cholesterol. 
Unless there are other restrictions, such 
as an allergy, eat heartily in this special 
food group. 


A salad can be served before a meal, 


between courses, as a main dish or even 
as a dessert. To vary taste, try iceberg 
lettuce, Bibb and Boston, escarole, end- 
ive, watercress, romaine and dandelion 
greens or uncooked spinach. Top with 
low-calorie, low-cholesterol dressings or 
a dash of herb vinegar (but no oil) or 
lemon juice. 


Vegetables will sparkle on the plate 


and taste much better if you avoid the 
American habit of overcooking. Cook any 
vegetable only long enough to make it 
tender. This preserves flavor and tex- 
ture. For added taste interest, use herbs 
and spices more frequently and you 
won't pine for gobs of butter on your po- 
tatoes, corn or carrots.

Members Bridge Uncertainty Gap 


The changing face of the Federal Hous- 


ing Administration (FHA) is discussed in 
SB article in the current issue of Busi- 
ness Conditions, the monthly review of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago. 


Established in the mid-19308 to operate 


a mortgage insurance program without 
government subsidies, the FHA in recent 
years has become deeply Involved in sub- 
sidized housing. Under subsidized FHA 
programs, in addition to insuring mort- 
gages^ the federal government assumes 
a portion of required monthly payments. 
First introduced in 1961, subsidized pro- 
grams have grown rapidly since 1966. 
They accounted for abut two-thirds of ail 
FHA insurance written on new construc- 
tion in 1070 and 1071, says the bank. Un- 
subsidized programs, however, account- 
ed for DO per cent of insurance written on 
existing properties, says the bank. 


The FHA entered the subsidized hous- 


ing field with the Below Market Interest 
Hate program. This program allows pri- 
vate developers of rental units to obtain 
subsidized insured mortgage loans made 
by the federal government at less than 
market rates of interest. Approximately 
200,000 units have been constructed un- 
der this program. In 1965, the FHA in- 
troduced rent supplements for low-in- 
come families. These are paid directly to 
landlords of FHA units. Then in 1068, the 
Housing and Urban Redevelopment Act 
established two new subsidized housing 
programs. One, the Section 236 program, 
provid&s rental subsidies, and the other, 
the Section 235 program, is the first ma- 
jor subsidized ownership program in the 
United States. 


In 1968, units provided by FHA subsi- 


dized programs accounted for approxi- 
mately one-third of total new subsidized 
housing. In 1971, total new subsidized 
housing amounted to about 450,000 units, 
or about 22 per cent of total housing 
starts. FHA'Subsidized programs ac- 
counted for roughly three-fifths of all 
new subsidized housing, and virtually alt 
the FHA-subsldized units were provided 
under the 235 and 236 programs. From 
only a few units in 1968, almost 260,000

new units were provided by the 235 and 
236 programs in 1971, says the bank. 


Despite the rapid expansion of FHA 


subsidy programs, problems have arisen 
in their implementation, many of them 
related to questionable practices of con- 
t r a c t o r s and appraisers. Housing 
analysts have projected as many as 
600,000 subsidized units may be con- 
structed in 1972. However, the Secretary 
of Housing and Urban Development 
recently indicated far fewer units would 
be approved — perhaps only 350,000 — 
unless abuses in the program are cor- 
rected. 


Subsidized housing played a decisive 


role in making 1971 a record year for 
construction. It seems certain that subsi- 
dized housing will be a permanent, and 
probably growing, factor in the nation's 
attempt to provide adequate housing for 
its growing population, according to the 
bank. 


Relocation specialists from Illinois, In- 


diana and Wisconsin will gather in Chi- 
cago on April 20 to discuss improved 
methods of bridging the uncertainty gap 
for families moving from one city to an- 
other. 


The specialists are members of Inter- 


City Relocation Service, a real estate re- 
ferral organization. They will convene 
for a regional meeting at the Marriott 
Motor Hotel, 8535 W. Higgins Road, Chi- 
cago. 


W. L. Breitweiser, Glen Ellyn, Inter- 


City regional chairman, explained that 
the "uncertainty gap" is the worry that 
faces people transferred or otherwise 
about to move to a strange new city. He 
continued, ((The gap includes such ques- 
tions as: Are the Schools good? What 
about taxes? Are homes comparably 
priced 
(with what. they're leaving)? 


Which is the best neighborhood? Is there 
an active resale market' for houses? 
What about financing — and interest 
rates? What about the new city, its prob- 
lems, transportation, cultural activities, 
location of schools, churches and shop- 
ping?"

Judging Older Borrowers 


Mortgages for home buyers in the 40- 


and-over age brackets are easier to ob- 
tain today than a short generation ago. 


John P. Earry, president of the United 


States Savings and Loan League, said fi- 
nancing for home buyers nearing or at 
r e t i r e m e n t age has become com- 
monplace. 


"It wasn't too long ago that if you were 


40 or over, the length of the home morf- 
gage-you could get would be determined, 
by a 'rule of 65'," Farry recalled. "This 
meant that your age, plus the term of the 
mortgage, could not exceed the total of 


65, the age at which people were ex- 
pected to retire. 


"But'today many institutions are giv- 


ing long-term mortgages to borrowers 
who are already 65 or older." 


Savings associations are the nation's 


biggest mortgage lenders, the U. S. 
League, with nearly 5,000 member-in- 
stitutions, is the major'trade association 
of the savings and loan business. 


In many cases, according to Farry, 


older buyers may be expected to put up 
more than the minimum downpayment 
on a home. Some institutions also require 


that these loans be made for less than 
the maximum 30-year term. 


"But more and more," Farry contin- 


ued, "the lender's only concern is wheth- 
er the older borrower has an adequate- 
ratio of retirement income to the debt he 
wants to carry. 


"In other words, the lender just wants 


to be sure that older borrowers don't buy 
more house than they can afford — the 
same yardstick applied to borrowers in 
any other age bracket."

risk. 


The entry into the secondary market 


for conventional loans by the Federal 
National Mortgage Association and the 
Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corpo- 
ration. This gives associations a market 
in which they can sell their mortgages if 
they wish. 


"Lenders have also found that even it 


the head of the household passes away, 
the widow often has the resources to 
keep up the mortgage," Farry continued. 
"And even if both partners die, often an 
heir picks up the equity in the property." 


The league official nofed that another 


once-common practice being phased oul 
today is that of requiring older borrow, 
ers to have a co-signer, usually a son. 


"If a man makes a 25 per cent down- 


payment, has plenty of life insurance and 
maintains a substantial savings account 
in the savings and loan institution, the 
association is unlikely to tell him his son 
must co-sign the note. In most cases, the 
father is in a lot better financial shape 
than the son anyhow."

- NEW YOBK UP! -About one in every 
Jo housing starts today is for a second 
home. About 3 per cent of all American 
families own a year-round second home. 


"People are getting hemmed in," says 


Paul McGreevy, of AuSable Acres, Inc., 
in New York's Adirondack Mountains. 
"After World War H, they began their 
exodus from the cities to the suburbs to 
escape all the well known ills of city liv- 
ing. But now the suburbs are becoming 
overcrowded and have many of the same 
ilk 


"Add to that Increased leisure time, 


the desire to 'return to nature,' the 
mounting expense of vacation travel and 
resort hotel living and the status appeal 
of a year-round vacation home, and 
you've got a combination that'* hard to 
resist/' 


1 If you're thinking of joining the trek, 
however, he cautions: "Be sure you do 
your homework first.'- As more middle 
income Americans become prime pros- 
pects for the burgeoning second home 
market, many are bound to be dis- 
appointed. MeGreevy said. "They don't 
know what they want from a vacation 
fiomet or they buy on impulse without 
investigating the homesite and its facil- 
ities, the financing arrangements and 
other key factors." 


For those considering a vacation home 


investment, he offers these pointers: 


• Environment =Be sure a second home- 
site has the kind of atmosphere you want 
as a counterpoint to your daily life. Some 
areas already are crowded with vacation 
bdingalows. cabins, motels — and with 
vacationers and tourists. Others may be 
located in virtual wilderness, far from 
even the barest "civilization." It is likely 
most families will want something in be- 
tween. 


Location —Consider "enjoyment poten- 


tial." What does your family like to do? 
Are facilities for these things going to be 
available? A strategically-chosen home- 
site can be a base from which the whole 
ftmily will be able to enjoy nearby pub- 
lic recreational facilities on a daily ex- 
cursion basis — without the expense and 
bother of lodging and dining in a 
crowded public resort atmosphere. But a 
vacation homesite should be far enough 
away from resort areas to have privacy, 
peace and tranquility of its own. 


Time in Use —Location also affects use 


potential. A second home in a four-sea- 
son area such as the Adirondacks, 
McGreevy says, can bring additional 
benefits in terms of time in use. Such a 
home offers effective value virtually the 
year round. A second home in Florida, 
for example, is useful generally only part 
of the year. A hunting lodge in the wilds, 
too, in most cases is useful only on a 
seasonal basis. Likewise a ski lodge or 
s e a s h o r e bungalow. In determining 
where to buy, determine what you want 
from a second home in terms of year- 
round or seasonal use. 


Financing — McGreevy stresses the 


importance of investigating different 
kinds of financial arrangements which 
are possible. There are alternatives and 
some have advantages over others de- 
pending upon the buyer's needs and cir- 
cumstances. Where ownership is imme- 
diate on down payment, for example, the 
owner starts building equity in the prop-

It's still not as easy for a woman to get 


a mortgage as His fora man, but the 
pendulum is swinging in that dkection. 


John P. Farry, president of the United 


States Savings and Loan League, said 
traditional barriers to granting mort- 
gages to women are falling fast. 


Savings and loan associations make 


more home loans than do all other major 
lenders combined. The U.S. League, with 
nearly 5,000 member-institutions, is the 
biggest trade association in the savings 
and loan business. Fairy, the League 
president, is president of the First Feder- 
al Savings and Loan Association of Al- 
bert Lea, Minn. 


"There are regional differences as well 


as differences between one institution 
and another in the same locality," Farry 
said, "but generally speaking, the work- 
Ing woman or the divorcee or widow with 
her own financial resources has a far 
better chance of getting a mortgage to- 
day than she would even two or three 
years ago." 


One reason for the trend, Farry contin- 


ued, is the changing attitude toward 
women in the work force. As more and 
more women work and move into posi- 
tions of greater responsibility, it's be- 
coming obvious their sex is no barrier to 
handling the obligations of a mortgage. 


Other reasons include new birth con- 


trol methods and changing attitudes to- 
ward family size, which mean unmarried 
young women are more likely to continue 
working if they marry later. The wom- 
en's liberation and consumer movements 
have also played a role in causing len- 
ders to review policies toward women 
borrowers according to Farry. 


"But probably the most important rea- 


son is the development of the con- 
dominium, and along with it the planned 
unit development," Farry went on. "This 
is the logical type of housing for a wom- 
an because it provides the benefit of 
home ownership without the hard work 
involved in maintaining a single-family 
dwelling. 


"In the past, many lenders had been 


reluctant to make home loans to women 
because they doubted the woman's abili- 
ty to maintain the property. But where 
the condominium is involved, and all out- 
side maintenance is taken care of, this is 
no longer a factor, " Farry said, "The 
question now becomes purely one of eco- 
nomics: Can she afford the home? And is 
her income sufficient and steady enough 
to make the payments?" 


OEher reasons behind the growing ease 


with which women can get mortgages in- 
clude the growth of the private mortgage 
insurance business, which reduces the 
lender's risk, and the creation of secon- 
dary markets in conventional mortgages 
through the Federal National Mortgage 
Association and the Federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Corporation. 


The FN*MA and FHLMC plans mean 


associations can sell non-government 
backed loans to these agencies if they 
wish.

The legislation was proposed in the 


House last spring by Rep. George M. 
Burditt, R-La Grange, and was approved 
on a 120-7 vote. The Senate sponsor of the 
bill is Senate President pro tern Cecil 
Partee, D-Chicago. 


A key section of the proposed legisla- 


tion would give the Illinois attorney gen- 
eral broad supervisory and enforcement 
powers, including the issuance of cease 
and desist orders and authority to seek 
court injunctions against "unlawful real 
estate practices." 


The bill covers installment sale con- 


tracts of apartment buildings containing 


six flats or less, sales by subdivision and 
condominium developers and apartment 
leases. The bill also guaranteed buyers 
and, tenants certain ''fundamental rights 
which cannot be waived in the fine print 
of legal documents they sign," according 
to Norman Geis, chairman of the CBA 
committee that prepared the legislation.

One provision of the bill would require 


that the contract seller give the buyer 
full title and take back a mortgage on 
the property once 50 per cent of the pur- 
chase price is paid,

Another provision would require the 


contract seller to refund all payments in 
excess of 25 per cent of the purchase 
price if he repossesses the property.

Tenzer identified the economic factors 


which he believes will contribute to high- 
er prices and smaller homes in the near 
future; "Mortgage interest rates, which 
dropped impressively in the last few 
months, have already bottomed out and 
will begin to. rise as the demand for mon- 
ey increases from other sectors of the 
economy. This will raise monthly pay- 
ments and make it more difficult for 
home buyers to qualify for home mort- 
gages. 


"Home prices will also rise- sig- 


nificantly as the cost of labor and mate- 
rials increase. Wages in the construction 
industry will continue to increase due to 
automatic wage escalators in union con- 
tracts. Any increase over current lumber 
prices could add heavily to the cost of a 
new home. These pressures will inevita- 
bly lead to higher prices later this year," 
Tenzer said. 


"Today we are enjoying a favorable 


buyer's market in the housing industry, 
but this ivill not last long," Tenzer pre- 
dicted. "A great number of families who 
can now qualify to purchase a new home 
may find themselves facing higher inter- 
est rates and higher sales prices in the 
next few months." 


Tenzer cited data produced by Lar- 


win's Marketing Research Department 
about the Greater Los Angeles area over 
the past six years to support his com- 
ments. 
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'The home that sold for $32,000 in 1970 


increased to $33,300 in. 1971. Yet the in- 
come needed to qualify to purchase the 
same home actually declined 
from 


$14,900 to $13,600. This points out dramat- 
ically that the percentage of families 
who can afford to .purchase the new 
home has risen from'less than 22 per 
cent in 1970 to over 31.5 per cent in 1971. 


"A similarly strong market existed in 


1969, when almost 30 per cent could af- 
ford to buy a new home, but the evidence 
s hows 
how poor m arket conditions 


caused that percentage to drop back to 
less than 2 per cent. These figures de- 
scribe the temporarily expanded home 
buying potential in Los Angeles, and they 
are also approximately applicable to 
most other areas across the country.

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Speeds Up Banks Payments 


Changes In regulations D and 3, gov- 


erning member bank reserve require- 
ments and cheek collection, respectively, 
have been proposed by the Federal Re- 
serve Board. Details of the proposals 
have been published in the Federal Reg- 
ister. and public comments are invited 
through May 15. 


Tne proposed amendment to Regu- 


lation D would restructure reserve re- 
quirements applicable to demand depos- 
its of member banks according to the 
amount of such deposits regardless of a 
bank's location. The amendment to 
Regulation J would require all banks to 
pay for checks drawn on them in imme- 
diately available funds, on the day they 
are presented by Federal Reserve banks. 
Both changes would result in more equi- 
table treatment of banks and enable the 
banks to improve financial services to 
the public, according to the board. 


The board stressed that these changes 


are not intended to have any monetary 
policy effects. Same-day payment will 
speed up the check collection process, 
thus reducing the amount of Federal Re- 
serve credit extended in the form of 
"float" and the amount of bank reserves 
provided through this source. At the 
same tune, the proposed changes in re- 
serve requirements will reduce the over- 
all volume of reserves needed. While it is 
expected that there will be some net re- 
lease of reserves, this can be controlled, 
in keeping with desired policy objectives, 
by open market operations. However, 
Federal Peserve discount facilities will 
be available to aid individual member 
banks temporarily in adjusting to the 
new collection basis. 


THE PROPOSED amendment to Regu- 


lation D will affect only reserves against 
d e m a n d deposits. No changes are 
planned in requirements against time de- 
posits. Eurodollar liabilities, or bank af- 
filiate commercial paper. The tabulation 
in the opposite column compares the pro- 
posed schedule of reserve ratios on net 
demand deposits with the existing re- 
quirements, which already incorporate a 
small element of graduation by amount 
of deposits. 


The law requires that reserves of 


member banks be held in the form of 
balances at the Reserve banks or vault 
cash. The board has the authority to set 
the percentage of demand deposits that 
must be held as reserves between 10 and 
22 per cent for reserve city banks, and 
between ? and 14 per cent for "country 
banks." An important aspect of the pro- 
posal is a change in the designation of

"reserve city" banks. Under present 
regulations, banks in reserve cities (all 
cities where a Federal Reserve bank is 
located and certain other cities desig- 
nated many years ago on the basis of 
location and type of business) must hold 
a higher percentage of reserves against 
demand deposits than banks located else- 
where. Some smaller banks in reserve 
cities have been allowed to carry the 
same reserves as country banks because 
the character of their business is similar, 
but others continue subject to higher re- 
quirements because of their location. 
Moreover, a number of large banks out- 
side these cities enjoy lower require- 
ments than their reserve city com- 
petitors of equivalent size. 


Under the proposed amendment, all 


banks with the same amount of deposits 
would have to hold the same amount of 
reserves. Any bank with net demand de- 
posits in excess of $400 million would be 
a reserve city bank, and any city with at 
least one bank of this size would be a 
reserve city. Cities with Federal Reserve 
offices would continue to be reserve 
cities, but banks with less than $400 mil- 
lion demand deposits in these cities 
would not be reserve city banks. 


Deposits over $400 million, under the 


new schedule, would be subject to the 
same reserve ratio as that currently ap- 
plicable to deposits over $5 million at 
present reserve city banks. Likewise, fhe 
$10-400 million category would entail a 13 
per cent ratio, the same as now appli- 
cable to country bank deposits above $5 
million. Lower ratios are proposed on the 
first $10 million of deposits. A bank with 
$200 million net demand deposits would 
have to hold reserves of $25,660,000 under 
the proposed schedule, compared with a 
present requirement of $25,975,000 if it is 
a country bank, or $34,975,000 if it is a 
reserve city bank. 


It is expected that adoption of the pro- 


posed schedule of ratios would result in a 
net reduction in total required reserves 
of all member banks in the United States 
of about $2.9 billion. Of this amount, 
roughly $2 billion would be offset through 
the reduction in float that would result 
from the companion proposal for amend- 
ing Regulation J. Other actions to speed 
the check collection process are expected 
to further reduce available reserves in 
the near future. But any temporary in- 
crease in reserve availability would be 
offset by Federal Reserve open market 
sales. 


THE PROPOSED amendment to Regu- 


lation J would put all commercial banks 
on an equal basis in the payment of 
checks drawn on them and presented by 
the Federal Reserve. Currently, some 
banks pay for checks presented by the 
Federal Reserve in immediately avail- 
able funds on the day of presentment. In 
the Seventh District, banks located in the 
cities of Chicago and Detroit have their 
reserve accounts, or the reserve ac- 
counts of designated member banks, 
automatically debited on the day the Chi- 
cago Fed presents items for payment.

paid for items presented to them by Fed- 
eral Reserve offices on a delayed basis 
— many making remittance in the form 
of checks or drafts. Because of physical 
limitations of transporting payment to a 
Federal Reserve office, payment was 
typically received by the Federal Re- 
serve the day following presentment of 
checks at the commercial banks. But 
with modern accounting and commu- 
nications systems, immediate payment is 
now feasible. It is expected that most 
banks will pay via preauthorizing the 
Fed to charge their reserve account or 
the reserve account of a correspondent 
on day of presentment. 


The speedup in payment by banks now 


making payment with a one-day lag will 
result in earlier credit to banks, and, 
therefore, enable these banks to speed up 
cash availability to bank customers on 
some of their deposits. For example, 
member banks receiving checks drawn 
on a bank in the same district, and de- 
positing them with a facility of the Re- 
serve bank of that district (before the 
designated closing hour), will receive 
credit on the following day. Under the 
present system, the depositing bank re- 
deposit The earlier credit from the Fed 
is expected to be passed on to depositors 
in the form of earlier availability of 
funds so that the customer can use the 
deposited funds sooner. 


Adoption of the proposed change in 


Regulation J would eliminate about two- 
thirds of Federal Reserve float — reduc- 
ing it by about $2 billion. For inter-dis- 
trict items, credit will be passed to de- 
positing banks according to the existing 
two-day deferment schedule. Most float 
results because there is a two-day max- 
imum deferred availability on items de- 
posited with the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, but inter-district country items can- 
not be collected for at least three days 
from the day of deposit at the first Fed- 
eral Reserve office. By requiring all 
banks to pay on the day of presentment 
in immediately available funds, the time 
it takes to collect most inter-district 
country items will be reduced one day — 
to two days — so that credit will be 
passed by the Fed on the day payment is 
received.

The 
area is accessible via existing exits of 
the Illinois North-South Tollway.

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Sees A Rooftop Revival 


by LEA TONKIN 


A renaissance in roofing will be in full 


swing within the next three years pre- 
dicts a Northwest Suburban entrepre- 
neur. 


The first stage in this trend will be a 


new awareness of the roof as the most 
conspicuous feature of a house, said Ed- 
gard "Tony" Torres. He is working with 
a team of consultants in phase two of 
this "rooftop revival:" the use of con- 
crete systems for roofing material. 


Torres is gearing up for the construc- 


tion of a concrete systems manufac- 
turing plant and full-scale production by 
mid-summer. In the meantime he plans 
to retain his post as president of the 
Vern Smith Electric Co., 210 N. Campus 
Drive. Arlington Heights. 


He expects the automated production 


of concrete tiles to drive down the high 
cost. This, coupled with drawbacks of 
other roofing materials will capitulate 
concrete roofing systems to popularity, 
Torres predicts. 


"Concrete used to be popular in this 


country until it got to be too expensive to 
produce during the Depression," he said. 
"Now, with a German process we will be 
using, it becomes practical." The lack of 
uniformity and excessive weight of the 
drawbacks of the earlier variety of con- 
crete tiles are eliminated by the use of 
automated equipment, according to Tor- 
res. 


"The 
production of this material 


doesn't create pollution, and the concrete 
tiles offer a lifetime installation roof," 
said Torres. These qualities will enable 
the concrete tiles to break into a market 
l a r g e l y dominated by asphalt tile 
shingles, he said, noting that asphalt 
shingles are replaced two or three times 
in the lifetime of a house. The shortage 
of asphalt and the problems of industry 
compliance with federal environmental 
regulations will boost the cost of asphalt 
shingles, he said. 


Concrete roofing systems will also 


compete with wood shingles. Torres said 
the color, texture and shape of concrete 
tiles are widely varied. He believes that 
a roof can add to the aesthetic apprecia- 
tion of a house or commercial building in 
its resemblance to slate, shake shingles 
or mission tile. 


I n t e r l o c k i n g installation of the 


S'Shaped concrete tiles allows the neces- 
sary "breathing." or air circulation in a 
structure. Torres said. He said framing 
is generally the same as for'most quality 
construction. 


Torres formed a new firm, West Chi- 


cago Development Co., to build a con- 
crete systems manufacturing plant near 
West Chicago. The company was granted 
a $653.000 loan from the Small Business 
Administration (SBA) for the construc- 
tion of the plant. 


The concrete firm itself, headed by 


Torres, is International Concrete Sys- 
tems (ICS). An additional $350,000 loan 
was granted by SBA for the ICS pur- 
chase of machinery. 


"The West Chicago Development Co. is 


just a vehicle to build the plant," said 
Torres. "Our schedule Is geared to com- 
pletion of the plant in mid-July. We will 
have the machinery in May, however, so 
we will start recruiting and training 
then." 


ICS workers wilt include factory per- 


sonnel as well as installation crews. 
High-speed equipment will do most of the 
heavy work at the plant according to 
Torres. Sand and cement will be fed into 
the <10,000 square foot structure. The ma-

ment, the Council warns that high oper- 
ating costs will be passed on to the occu- 
pant. As a result it is important to know 
that hydronic heating and cooling sys- 
tems offer durability and can use what- 
ever fuel is most economical in the local 
area for low overall operating costs.

Day Care Inadequate Survey Shows 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Millions of chil- 


dren are being deprived of care and de- 
velopment which should be their birth- 
right because of an acute and growing 
shortage of day care services, the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women reported 


The 264-page report by council mem- 


bers who visited day care services in 77 
cities and interviewed mothers and com- 
munity leaders said "an eight or tenfold 
or even greater expansion of com- 
prehensive quality day care would be 
necessary to meet the existing needs." 


The survey, titled "Windows on Day 


Care," reported not only a serious quan- 
titative shortage of services but said one- 
fifth of the centers visited were regarded 
as "poor." 


"Not only Is there an acute shortage of 


developmental day care services in the 
United States today, this shortage is in- 
tensifying," the report said, 


"MILLIONS OF CHILDREN are being 


deprived of opportunities for the care 
and development which should be their 
birthright." 


"Large numbers of children are neg- 


lected; still larger numbers now receive 
care which, at best, can be called only 
custodial and which, at its worst, is de- 
plorable. Only a relatively small portion 
are benefiting from truly developmental 
quality care," the survey said. 


The report said that although many of 


the family day care proprietors inter- 
viewed were "warm and motherly," 
relatively few were able to provide 
educational and developmental experi- 
ences for children. 


Mary Dublin Keyserling, director and 


author of the survey, pointed out that the 
"early years are critical in a child's de- 
velopment." 


"DEPRIVATION then can have dis- 


astrous effects. Services must be greatly 
expanded and improved. They should be 
available to all families who wish their 
children to benefit by them. They should 
be provided -without coat to low income 
families with fees scaled to income for 
others," she said. 


The report called for federal appro- 


priations of at least $2 billion for fiscal 
1973, rising by $2 billion annually through 
the 1970s. 


Other recommendations included: 
—Reduction of state and local match- 


ing funding requirements to 10 per cent 
and waived when necessary. 


—Coordination of all federal day care 


programs with funding to state and local 
levels through a single channel. 


—Establishment of a federal clear- 


inghouse to provide state and local 
groups information as to sources of 
funds available for day care services. 


—NEITHER WORK training nor em- 


ployment should be a mandatory require- 
ment for public assistance eligibility of 
mothers. 


"Our ultimate goal as a nation," the 


report, said, "should be to make avail- 
able comprehensive, developmental child 
care services to all families that wish to 
use them." 


"There shouldn't be a single little child 


in America left alone' to fend for him- 
sef," the survey added.

How is the 
caffein extracted and does it change the 
quality?

One thing you don't have to fret about 


is the percentage of caffein removed as 
listed on the label of such coffee. A Food 
and Drug Administration 
spokesman 


said: (a) There are many ways of check- 
ing something like this, and (b) the com- 
panies couldn't get their labels approved 
if they failed such a check. There is no 
difference in the amount of caffein 
whether the coffee is powdered or freeze 
dried. The caffein is removed before the 
coffee beans are roasted in a water ex- 
traction process. The lack of caffein does 
not affect the quality or taste. It all de- 
pends on your taste buds Around here 
we drink regular coffee in the morning 
and that certain fellow is happy with his 
decaffeinated coffee at night Since he's

First of the wild things in the forest

when it snows, it is a fluffy snow that 
brings warm, wet air. Air masses smell 
different and every day is longer. 


Perhaps you feel (or think you feel) 


the sun's warmth again (especially in the 
car with the heater going). 


A CLOSE LOOK at a woody twig re- 


veals its many buds. Within these, the 
folded leaves and blossoms of spring 
have formed. Dead stalks of snakeroot 
and goldenrod line the forest preserve 
trait, but life is in their roots and seeds. 


Birds and frogs sing to defend their 


territory and attract mates. The birds re- 
turn — and reports of robins and Canada 
goose line the grapevine. 


If you are anxious for spring, start 


planting indoors and beat the odds. For 
lazy folks, there is nothing simpler than 
punch-and-grow. The more experienced 
(and dedicated) gardeners employ cold- 
frames or hot houses. 


You can "build" your own hot house if 


you are not an experienced gardener and 
don't have a whole lot of money for gar- 
dening. This ingenious little idea I have 
in mind keeps the ground temperature 20 
to 30 degrees higher. It requires the use 
of a number of wire croquet wickets, en- 
circled with rows of plastic (looks like a 
U-shaped worm when you get through 
with It.) 


SOW SEEDS directly in the ground and 


set up your wicket greenhouse to have an 
edge on the season. 


Peas, a great cool weather crop, tra- 


ditionally planted on St. Patrick's Day 
would do well under a wicket. (My expe- 
rience with pea-sowing on Pat's Day has 
been one of flood or freeze-out, so I don't 
recommend it.) To get a bigger boost on 
peas, sprout seeds in a bowl of water 
before setting outside and dip all le- 
gumes (peas, beans, etc.) in nitrogen-fix- 
ing bacteria just before planting. You 
can buy the bacteria under the trade- 
name Nltragin or Legume-Aid at most 
good nurseries for about 35 cents. A 
great variety of peas for planting is Wan- 
do. 


Now the problem is to find a nice spot 


of ground for planting. Everybody get 
out your hoe and ICEPICK!

Playwright James Kirkwood has a 


good thing going for two acts of 
"OTBU," and then, carried away by his 
suecMg, I guws, he goofs with an overly 
long third act that nearly botches up the 
Play. 


In the binds of Masque and Staff, the 


fart* Is hilarious through the two acts 
and could continue that way if Kirkwood 
hadn't messed it up. The audience is all 
prepared at the cod of two acte for one 
or Uw other of the major protagonists to 
be eliminated. It's asking too much of 
any actors to sustain this kind of sus- 
pense forever. 


The redeeming feature of the third act 


Is itt explosive ending, A director could 
get more mileage out of that by cutting 
some superfluous action in this final 
act... but more on that later, 


ART HASSEL and Bob Johnson are 


ideally matched in this comedy as J. 
Francis Amber, the handsome egocentric 
actor, and William Uggims, the near- 
sighted, sometimes over-zealous agent 
for UTBU {Unhealthy To Be Unplea- 
sant). Uggims has been assigned to in- 
vestigate whether J. Francis is a mother 
beater, and if so, to plan his appropriate 
"reward." 


J, Francis rules his household, con- 


sisting of his 94-year-old mother, a 
stageitruck niece and a combination 
houM-keeper-mother sitter, with an iron 
hand... and a penurious one. His moth- 


er, Shirley Amber, delightfully portrayed 
by Loretta Tomaselli, refuses to sell 
some property so J. Francis can make a 
movie in Europe. The land is burial 
ground for ancient Indians and Amber 
ancestors, and Shirley wants to keep it 
that way. But her son is not one to be 
thwarted, 


Enter William Uggims to interview J. 


Francis, whom he regards as a great ac- 
tor. It is unthinkable that J. Francis Am- 
ber would harm his dear old mother, but 
as Uggims pursues the interview he 
learns that someone is trying to poison 
Shirley. 


CAN IT BE THE actor's cute but 


clumsy niece, Anastasia, played by 
Sandy Rode, who stubs her toes, bumps 
into furniture and stumbles down steps in 
a very convincing manner? Or the house- 
keeper, Mrs. Tufford? As Uggims and J. 
Francis discuss the possibilities, it be- 
comes clear to Uggims who is the guilty 
party and what he must do. 


The third act is a sort of tug-o-war be- 


tween the UTBU agent and the actor. J. 
Francis' efforts to get Uggims out of the 
way are dragged out; this could be cut to 
shorten the play and make its ending 
more effective. Even the cast seems to 
sense things are bordering on the boring. 
And the return of Anastasia and her boy 
friend to announce their engagement is 
unnecessary. That apparently answers a 
need of the playwright to tie up all loose 
ends, but it's enough that Anastasia has 
found a boy friend.

Department of Agriculture. 


The booklet is a handy, concise remin- 


der that there's more to lamb than the 
traditional leg of lamb and more to buy- 
ing meat than shopping for economy 
atone. 


"How to Buy Lamb" discusses econo- 


my buys according to the UDSA quality 
grade and selecting the cut that suits 
serving needs. Illustrations of popular re- 
tail cuts and a chart showing the break- 
down of cuts from a side of lamb are 
also included. 


Single free copies of "How to Buy 


Lamb" are available from USDA by 
sending a postcard request to: Office of 
Information, U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Washington, D.C., 20250. 


"Meat and Poultry — Labeled for you" 


fG-172) tells consumers how the required 
information of labels can help them 
make intelligent selections best suited 
for needs and budgets. 


The leaflet explains the importance of 


the name on a product. For example, a 
container of "beef and gravy" contains 
more meat than one of "gravy and 
beef." 


It is also pointed out that processed 


meat and poultry products must list the 
ingredients on the label, beginning with 
the item weighing the most and contin- 
uing to the item weighing the least. 


"Meat and Poultry — Care Tips for 


You" (G-174) provides tips on how to se- 
lect products in the store, how to proper- 
ly refrigerate, freeze, and defrost (hem, 
and precautions to take in preparing and 
cooking them. 


Meal and Poultry — Standards for 


You" (G-171) explains how USDA stan- 
dards for processed meat and poultry 
products are established and enforced. 


As an example, the leaflet pointi out 


that, to bear the name "chili con carne 
with beans," a product must contain at 
least 28 per cent meat, while "chili con 
came" must contain at least 40 per cent 
meat. Ready-to-serve "chicken soup," It 
explains, must contain 2 per cent chick- 
en. 


Information about how consumers can 


have a voice in setting these standards U 
also included in this publication.

Stir-frying Is a very quick way to pre- 


pare vegetables, meat or fish in the Ori- 
ental manner and cut down on calories. 
Since the food is cooked quickly with a 
minimum use of oil, it retains most of its 
nutrients and absorbs little fat-producing 
oil. Stir-frying actually is quite simple. 
The secret is to prepare all items before- 
hand and simply add them to the skillet 
or work as called' for In the recipe. Do 
not try to cut or break up meats and 
vegetables while adding one at a time to 
the skillet. This takes more time than 
you would think and defeats the purpose 
of stir-frying.

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A Souffle That Waits For Guests 


Quality Egg Whites 


The national dish of India, if any coun- 


try can be said to have one particular 
dish, is a pungent, exotic and spicy crea- 
tion known as curry. Up and down the 
Indian Ocean, from Calcutta to Bombay, 
curry plays such an important role in the 
daily diet that it is frequently referred to 
as the salt of the Orient. 


Although Indian blends of curry, which 


frequently contain as many as sixteen 
different spices, including ginger, cin- 
namon, mustard seed and cayenne, are 
generally a spot too spicy for the aver- 
age American palate, there are many ex- 
cellent curry powder preparations in this 
country, which are not as pungent as 
those used in the East, They have • sub- 
tly that appeals to every palate from ju- 
nior miss to senior citizen, and they may 
be used lavishly or modestly according 
to the intensity of flavor desired. Often, 
just the right touch of curry adds an in- 
distinguishable appeal to a sauteed vege- 
table, a cream sauce or even a salad 
dressing. 


Curry has a great affinity for any fish 


or seafood, and Is particularly suited to 
canned salmon dishes, whether the salm- 
on dish is a croquette, a loaf, a casse- 
role, or today's "high-rise" salmon 
souffle, which is a spanking new idea in 
flavor and ease of preparation. Here is a 
souffle, which may be made in advance, 
all ready and waiting to be popped into a 
preheated oven Just about half an hour 
before you want to serve it. It's an ideal 
guest luncheon or supper dish, because 
you can let your souffle wait for your 
guests, rather than let your guests wait 
for the souffle. Here at last, is the secret 
of a perfect souffle and a relaxed hostess 
all wrapped into one recipe. 


Ct/KRlED SALMON SOUFFLE 


3 tablespoons butter 
1 tablespoon minced onion 
2 teaspoons curry powder 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 7%-ounce can salmon 


Salmon liquid plus milk 
to measure 1 cup 


2 teaspoons cornstarch 
1 tablespoon water 
Vi teaspoon salt 


Dash cayenne pepper 


6 large eggs 
Rub bottom and sides of a Hi quart 


souffle dish with 1 tablespon of the but- 
ter. Set dish aside. In saucepan melt re- 
maining butter and in it saute onion and 
curry powder for 5 minutes, or until on- 
ion is transparent. Stir in flour and cook 
until mixture is well blended. Drain liq- 
uid from can of salmon into measuring 
eup and add milk to make a total of 1 
cup liquid. Gradually stir liquid into flour 
mixture and cook over moderate heat, 
stirring constantly, until sauce is smooth 
and thickened. Combine cornstarch and 
water and stir into sauce. Cook ;forl" 
minute longer, stirring constantly. Stir in 
salt and cayenne. Remove sauce from 
heat. 


Separate the eggs, letting the whites 


fait into a mixing bowl, and reserving 2 
of the egg yolks for the Golden Sauce. 
Add the remaining 4 egg yolks to the 
sauce and beat well. Return sauce to 
heat and cook over very low heat until it 
just begins to bubble around the edge of 
saucepan, stirring constantly. Stir in 
salmon and let mixture cool for 10 min- 
utes. 


Beat egg whites until quite stiff, but 


not dry. fold half the egg whites into the 
salmon mixture thoroughly. Add remain- 
Ing egg whites and fold in lightly. Turn 
mixture into prepared souffle dish and 
cover dish with a large empty bowl or 
kettle to protect it from drafts.

Stringy white pieces in egg white are a 


sign of quality, says the U.S. Deaprtment 
of Agriculture USDA Consumer and Mar- 
keting Service. 


They are chalazas, a thick, white rope- 


like material that appears on opposite 
sides of the yolk during formation of the 
egg. The chalazas — pronounced ka-lay'- 


za — anchor the yolk in the thick white. 
Prominent chalazas indicate high quali- 
ty. 


The service also says egg whites that 


appear greenish or straw-colored instead 
of crystal clear are not only safe but also 
nutritious. The colors are due to the ri- 
boflavin, or vitamin B2, which is an es- 
sential nutrient.

"I stress fresh fruits and vegetables In 


our diet," Marjorie Eggen remarked. "I 
don't like to be too rigid, but want my 
family to get all the benefits of natural 
foodf." 


One of her favorite vegetable dishes is 


a Spinach Rice Ring which is easy to 
prepare. It consists of cooked spinach, 
rice, mushrooms and sour cream baked 
in a ring mold. 


"If you have guests, this dish will wart 


well if dinner is delayed," Marjorie said. 


At serving time she unmolds the ring 


and fills the center with a bright vege- 
table such as carrots or beets. "It goes 
well with arty type of meat, such as beef, 
chicken or a ham loaf," commented this 
cook. 


Often with dinner or as a dessert, Mar- 


jorie prepares a fresh fruit compote. She 
uses lemon juice as the base, dipping ba- 
nanas into it preserve their color, adding 
any fresh fruits of the season, such as 
oranges or berries. Frozen strawberries 
and peaches also db nicely. She tops this 
with yogurt sweetened with a little honey 
and cinnamon for flavor. 


When the price of lettuce is too high or 


the quality too poor, Marjorie turns to 
cabbage and prepares a very ta,sty cole 
slaw. She adds apple to the grated cab- 
bage and mixes it with a tangy dressing. 


"The dressing is so good, I use it on 


just about everything — such as lettuce 
wedges and fruit salad," Marjorie said. 


The cole slaw is another vegetable that 


goes well with any meat or chicken, and 
is ideal picnic fare. 


For their birthdays, Marjorie's chil- 


dren always request their favorite — an 
angel food cake iced with a pretty pink 
whipped cream frosting. 


She prepares the cake from a pack- 


aged mix. The frosting consists of pine- 
apple, cherry gelatin, sugar and water 
boiled together, chilled, and then folded 
into whipped cream. • 


"The cherry gelatin makes the pine- 


apple bits turn red, which gives a color- 
ful dotted effect to the pink frosting," 
Marjorie explained. "It has a nice stiff- 


ness and will hold well if made a day 
ahead." 


Light and creamy yet not overly sweet, 


this is an elegant dessert for children 
and adults!

The Many Ways Of Celery 


USDA Adopts Amendments To 


Egg Products Inspection Act 


The tf.S. Department of Agriculture 


announced it is adopting amendments to 
the Egg Products Inspection Act regu- 
lations which set forth requirements for 
shell egg haudle-s and make some 
changes in requirements for egg process- 
ing plants, including a labeling require- 
ment for egg products with added water. 


Handlers of shell eggs and hatchery 


operators come under the regulation of 
the Egg Products Inspection Act on July 
1,1972. After that date, only eggs equiva- 
lent to the U.S. Grade B or better will be 
permitted to move into consumer chan-- 
nels. Regulation of egg processing oper- 
ations under the Act became effective 
July 1, 1971. Since that date, all egg pro- 
cessing plants have been required to op- 
erate under continuous USDA inspection. 


USDA issued regulations on May 28, 


1971 to implement enforcement of the 
Act. The new amendments to these regu- 
lations provide, among other things, 
more specific information on the dis- 


position of "restricted" eggs. Restricted 
eggs, defined by the Act as checks, dir- 
ties, leakers, loss, inedibles, and in-. 
cubator rejects, will be barred from con- 
sumer channels after July l. Packers 
will be permitted to send checks and dir- 
ties to USDA-inspected egg products 
plants for proper segregation and han- 
dling. All other restricted eggs must be 
denatured at the packing plant or hatch- 
eries, or shipped under official Govern- 
ment seal. 


The amendments set July 1 as the date 


by which hatcheries and egg handlers 
who paek for the ultimate consumer (re- 
tail stores, restaurants, institutions, food 
manufacturers, etc.) must register with 
USDA. 


They also spell out in more detail the 


kinds of records egg handlers will-be re- 
quired to maintain after July 1. 


Amendments that affect egg process- 


ing operations include a requirement 
that provide an added safeguard for con- 


sumers. Under this requirement, egg 
products not suitable for human food 
must be both denatured and identified by 
labeling. Previously, it was required that 
such products be either denatured or ap- 
propriately labeled. 


The amendments also require that egg 


products plants now must have refuse 
rooms and exhaust systems for egg 
washing equipment when needed. In ad- 
dition, they change requirements for the 
cleaning of equipment used to pump liq- 
uid eggs from breaking machines. 


Also, the amendments require that pro- 


cessors, when seeking label approval for 
egg products containing two or more in- 
gredients, submit the formulation to 
USDA, giving the percentage of each in- 
gredient. Labels on frozen and liquid 
eggs to which water has been added will 
now be required to list the percentage of 
added water — including the water con- 
tent of any cellulose or vegetable gum 
added. 


The amendments were scheduled for 


publication in the April 1 issue of the 
Federal Register. The revised labeling 
requirement for frozen and liquid eggs 
will become effective on September 1, 
1972. The other amendments will become 
effective on July 1,1972. 


Celery is one of the big vegetable crops 


of Florida and in plentiful supply now. It 
requires some 11,000 'acres, is worth

counters would require a train 90 miles 
long, or its equivalent in truckloads. In 
factr from November through June, 
Florida supplies half of all the celery ea- 
ten in this country.

We take celery so much for granted 


that we don't realize that it is actually a 
newcomer to our dinner table, eaten for 
pleasure only since the 17th Century. Un-1 
til that time it was a tough, bitter wild 
plant, highly esteemed as a medicine, 
but never munched for the sheer joy of 
it. Then some smart householder trans- 
planted celery to his kitchen garden, to 
have it ready in case of illness. The 
plants responded by becoming much 
more sweet and tender. That marks the 
beginning of celery's career as a favorite 
vegetable. Since that time plant breeders 
have continued to improve the flavor and 
crispness of celery. Because people are 
now nutrition-conscious, botanists per- 
fected strains of celery which never need 
bleaching as did older varieties. Modern 
celery is not only more attractive, but 
provides more vitamins than the old- 
fashioned plants. 


CELERY ANTIPASTO 


2 stalks celery 
1 chicken bouillon cube 


3/4 cup boiling water 
1/3 cup olive oil 


2 garlic cloves, 


crushed 


1 cans (2 oz each) anchovey 


fillets, drained and chopped 


1 can (4 oz.) pimientos, drained 


and cut in strips 


% cup finely chopped 


parsley 


2 tablespoons wine vinegar 


1/8 teaspoon ground 


black pepper 


Remove celery leaves and trim stem 


ends from each stalk keeping base in- 
tact. Cut stalks into 6-inch lengths. (Re- 
serve tops for soups, stews, etc.) Cut 
each stalk into quarters lengthwise. 
Place celery in large skillet. Dissolve 
bouillon cube in water; pour over celery. 
Cover and simmer 10 minutes or until 
celery is just crisp-tender. Drain and ar- 
range on platter. Meanwhile, in a small 


skillet heat oil; add garlic and gently 
saute 5 minutes, but do not brown. Stir in 
anchovies, pimientos, parsley, 
vinegar 


and black pepper; heat thoroughly; pour 
over celery. If desired garnish with lem- 
on wedges and celery leaves and sprinkle 
with grated Parmesan cheese. This dish 
may also be served chilled. Yield: 8 por- 
tions. 


CELERY RATAOUILLE 


1 stalk celery 
i/i cup olive oil 
% cup chopped onion 
1 teaspoon finely 


minced garlic 


1 can (1 Ib. 12 Oz ) 


tomatoes, crushed 


1 medium unpeeled eggplant, 


cut into 1% inch cubes

Cheddar Puff Casserole 


Worcestershire sauce — always written 


with a capital W — was created in Wor- 
cester, England, about 137 years ago and 
has been adding tang to the world's 
roasts, chops, stir-ups and "made" dish- 
es ever since. 


Its fame soon spread to other coun- 


tries, especially to the United States. 
Americans tasted it not only in England, 
but learned to relish it during the long 
voyages across the Atlantic. Only eight 
years after it was first perfected a ship's 
purser wrote, "The Cabin of the Great 
Western has been regularly supplied with 
Lea and Perrins Worcestershire sauce 
which is adapted for every variety of 
dish — from turtle to beef, from salmon 
to steaks, to all of which it gives a fa- 
mous relish. I have great pleasure in 
recommending this excellent sauce to 
captains and passengers as the best ac- 
companiment of its kind for any voy- 
age." 


In spite of the early demand for Wor- 


cestershire sauce in this country no sys- 
tematic distribution was set up until the 
latter part of the 19th century. Worces- 
tershire lovers had to beg traveling 
friends to bring some over from Eng- 
land, or it might be bought at a high 
price from the more resourceful cooks 
and butlers of the rich. 


There are unlimited uses for Worces- 


tershire sauce in the American cuisine. 
Taking a leaf from an English cookbook, 
do try Worcestershire sauce in cheese 
dishes to make them as delicious as the 
following Cheddar Puff Casserole and 
Crab and Mushroom Quiche. 


CHEDDAR PUFF CASSEROLE 


1 loaf Italian bread 
% cup butter or margarine, melted 
Vz pound (2 cups) grated sharp 


Cheddar cheese 


3 tablespoons finely chopped onion 
4 eggs, well beaten 


3 cups milk 
3 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
% teaspoon salt 


Cut bread into %-ineh slices. Brush 


with melted butter. Arrange bread, 
cheese and onion in layers in a 1-quart 
souffle dish or oven-proof casserole.. 
Combine remaining ingredients. Pour 
over bread mixture; cover and refrig- 
erate 6 hours. Bake, uncovered, in a pre- 
heated slow oven (325 degrees) one hour 
and 30 minutes or until puffy and brown. 
Serve immediately. Yield: 6 portions. 


CRAB AND MUSHROOM QUICHE 


9-inch unbaked pie shell 


2 tablespoons butter or margarine 


]/4 pound sliced mushrooms 


tablespoons finely chopped onion 
1 package (6 oz.) frozen crabmeat, 


flaked 


3 eggs 
1 cup heavy cream 
2 teaspoons tomato paste 


IV* teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 


]/4 teaspoon salt 


Dash red pepper sauce 


% cup" grated Swiss cheese, divided 


Partially bake pie shell in a preheated 


hot oven (450 F.) 12 to 15 minutes or 
until lightly brown. Remove from oven; 
cool. In a large skillet melt butter. Add 
mushrooms and onion; saute 5 minutes. 
Add crabmeat and cook 2 minutes long- 
er; cool. In a small mixing bowl beat 
eggs. Add cream, tomato paste, Worces- 
tershire sauce, salt and pepper sauce. 
B l e n d in the mushroom mixture. 
Sprinkle % cup of the cheese over pie 
shell. Pour crab mixture over cheese; 
sprinkle with remaining '/i cup cheese. 
Bake in preheated hot oven (450 degrees) 
for 10 minutes. Reduce heat to moderate

Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Frederichs, assistant super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an 'apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials/ Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway resurfacing in progress for at

least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 
• 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements/' Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- . 
pressway. resurfacing job, _ the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 


It has taken the stafe highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled'to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

However, Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 


termed her remarks publicity seeking. 


"People interested in an area general- 


ly and not just in publicity for oneself 
make suggestions, rather than write 
lengthy reports and arrive where there 
will be press and again get their name in 
the papers," he commented. 


MBS. MURPHY TOLD the mayor she 


found his description of her concern "dis- 


tasteful and not up to your caliber," say- 
ing she has " a sincere interest in envi- 
ronmental problems." The mayor replied 
he found some of her past comments on 
the village board equally distasteful. 


Prior to the exchange, Atcher and Lar- 


sen discussed Mrs. Murphy's criticisms. 


Mrs. Murphy made the same sugges- 


tions last week to a committee preparing 
to interview consulting firms to select 
one to conduct the study. She urged the 
committee to contact the Illinois Institute 
for Environmental Quality at Argonne 
National Laboratories and the Illinois 
Department of Aeronautics to learn the 
results of their airport studies before 
conducting a local one. 


Trustee Jack Larsen, chairman of that 


committee, said Tuesday he had spoken 
with the director of the study at Ar- 
gonne, and had been told its work would 
not concern Schaumburg or the area. Re- 
sults and information from that study are 
to be forwarded to Larsen, but they are 
not expected to be helpful locally, he 
said. 


No commitment will be made with a 


consulting firm without a commitment 


from 
the Federal Aviation Agency 


(FAA) to help fund the study, said At- 
cher, adding he did not expect the FAA 
to fund duplicated work. 


The local study is to determine if the 


village should take over control of the 
airport, and expand it, and cannot be 
compared with a study of O'Hare Air- 
port, where large jets and heavy com- 
mercial traffic are centered, he said. 


Larsen pointed out the local study 


would be conducted scientifically, and 
would provide the public with accurate 
information on which to form its opin- 
ions, information the public does not now 
have. 


THE MAYOR ALSO responded to an- 


other resident, who asked how the air- 
port would benefit him personally. If ex- 
panded, said Atcher, the airport would 
encourage further development in the 
village, which would help keep tax rates 
as low as possible. Also, he said the air- 
port could become the Midwest center 
for retail sales of small airplanes. 


The sales tax income from that type of 


operation could even outstrip sales tax 
revenue from Woodfield, he said.

Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go/' said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And1 a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Fredericks, assistant super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be- another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway ^surfacing in progress for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is a very bad year fur funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the -Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work.

It has taken the state highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj-

THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's'headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos, traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists.

Resurfacing 
Slated For 
Two Tollways 


The Illinois Tollway Authority an- 


nounced yesterday that major resurfac- 
ing projects will begin May 2 on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. The 
completion date is Aug. 1. 


The work involves 11 miles of resurfac- 


ing on both toll roads. The . Northwest 
Tollway will be resurfaced from the Ken- 
nedy Expressway to Meacham Road 
near Schaumburg. The Tri-State project 
runs from one-half mile north of Ogden 
Avenue to the juncture of the Northwest 
and Tri-State, 
' 


"The work will be similar to that on 


the Kennedy last summer," said John 
Serumgard, a consultant to the highway 
authority. During construction, one lane 
will be closed in both directions. 


Besides adding another layer of con- 


crete to the existing pavement, Serum- 
gard said workers will repair bridges 
and railings. Construction is scheduled 
seven days a week with workers on the 
job 20 hours each day, according to toll- 
way officials. 


Serumgard estimated the cost of the 


Northwest Tollway project at near $2.6 
million and the Tri-State work at more 
than $3 million. 


THE TOLLWAY construction was orig- 


inally scheduled last year but postponed 
because of the Kennedy and Dan Ryan 
work. 


Both toll roads were completed in 1958, 


Serumgard said, and this is the first ma-. 
jor resurfacing job since that time. He 
could not estimate the length of time un- 
til another resurfacing is necessary. 


Tollway authorities said yesterday the

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horses has included membership in the 
national Society for the Protection of 
Mustangs and Burros, countless letters 
she has written to congressmen and oth- 
er public officials seeking better protec- 
tion for the animals, and correspondence 
with Velma Johnston of Reno, known as

Sister Mary Bridget first became inter- 


ested in the plight of America's wild 
horses in 1&4S after reading magazine 
stories about how the horses were being 
slaughtered for use as pet food. 


Since that time her part in the cam- 


paign has helped in having legislation 
international Society for the Protection of 
horses with trucks and airplanes. But 
even then there was much bootlegging in 
the remote areas where the horses live, 
she explained. 


ONLY THIS PAST YEAR the advo- 


cates of saving the horses won a major 
victory. Last fall a bill outlawing any 
hunting of the wild horses in the western 
states, and making it a federal offense, 
was passed by both houses of Congress 
and signed into law by President Rich- 
ard Nixon. 


Under the new legislation, refuges for 


the wild horses are being set up out west, 
Sister Mary Bridget said. 


With the major battle won Mrs. John-

There are only 16,000 or 17,000 of the 


horses left now out of the, two million 
which used to be in the United States, 
Sister Mary Bridget says.

The importance of the town meeting 


has declined since the Illinois Budgetary

The township offices, 
1818 E. Northwest Highway will be open 
for registration until October 9. 


Mrs. Kolerus told the group that the 


township has been working closely with 
Arlington Heights village officials, school 
districts, the park and library boards to 
develop intergovernmental cooperation. 


For the past several years, few Wheel- 


ing township residents have attended the 
town meeting, formerly considered the 
most pure form of democracy. 


Wheeling's Park District Board last 


week clung tenaciously to a policy that 
non-district residents must pay double 
fees to participate in local programs and 
use local park facilities. 


Board members argued over a change 


in the policy before deciding to leave the 
double fee rule in effect. 


The issue came up when Dist. Recrea- 


tion Director David Phillips proposed a 
joint tennis program for residents of the 
Wheeling.Park District and the Prospect 
Heights Park District. 


Phillips explained that there were not 


enough people interested in tennis in 
Prospect Heights to warrant a separate 
program. He suggested residents of that 
district be allowed to join the Wheeling 
program at the same cost as local resi- 
dents. 


District commissioners discussed the 


possibility of allowing the 
Prospect 


Heights residents to participate only if 
there were not enough Wheeling resi- 
dents at a specific scheduled class time 
to make the program financially sound. 


The board considered 
whether the 


Prospect Heights residents should be 
allowed to join the classes up to a set 
maximum or only to bring a class which 
was losing money up to a break-even 
point. 


BUT ON A vote the board voted 3 to 2 


to retain the old policy. 


Gus Nizzi and Gene Sackett were in 


favor of the cooperative program. 


Nizzi said he felt the park district 


should be able to consider each program 
separately and decide whether it would 
be advisable to cut rates for out-of-dis- 
trict residents in a specific case based on 
finances. 


He objected to the rule hindering the 


district, meaning that an unusual pro- 
gram might have to be canceled be- 
cause of lack of local participants. 


Commissioners Lorraine Lark, Alf Wil- 


son and Robert Ross, who voted in favor 
of the double fees, pointed to the fact 
that district residents pay taxes to sup- 
port the local district and that out-of-dis- 
trict persons do not. 


The argument over double fees is not a 


new one for the district. 


In the past the board has vetoed a sug- 


gestion by Wheeling High School Princi- 
pal Thomas Shirley that s.wimming fees 
at Neptune's Pool adjacent to the high 
school be the same for all residents liv- 
ing within the high school's attendance 
area. 


Thus Buffalo Grove, Arlington Heights, 


and Prospect Heights students who now 
swim in the pool with Wheeling residents 
during school hours have to pay double 
fees during park district hours after 
school, on weekends and in the summer. 


A PROPOSAL from the Buffalo Grove 


Park District about shared programs 
met little enthusiasm. Currently Buffalo 
Grove residents who want to swim ,in the 
outdoor Community Pool during the sum- 
mer pay double fees. 


Apparently the only time the district 


has varied from the rule is in setting up 
some daily attendance fees for swim- 
ming. 


In that case the fees for out of district 


swimmers were higher, but not double, 
the residents' fees. 


In the tennis discussion board mem- 


bers indicated to Phillips that Prospect 
Heights residents can either pay double 
fees for the lessons on the Wheeling High 
School courts, or the Prospect Heights 
district can subsidize individuals by pay- 
ing the extra half of the cost for its dis- 
trict residents.

Plan Sacred Heart High Recruitment Drive 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


A massive recruitment program aimed 


at increasing enrollment at Sacred Heart 
of Mary High School to full capacity in 
the next three or four years is being 
planned. 


The Rev. James E. Michaletz, who was 


a p p o i n t e d superintendent of Sacred 
Heart in mid-March, says he plans to ap- 
point a lay advisory committee soon to 
study the enrollment problems at the 
school and possible solutions. 


Declining enrollment, coupled with a 


shortage of religious personnel, high 
costs of operation and financial debts 
were the reasons the Religious Order of 
the Sacred Heart of Mary announced 
they would no longer be able to maintain 
the school. At the same time it was an- 
nounced the Archdiocese of Chicago 
would assume ownership and operation 
of the school. 


The school was constructed in 1961 for 


800 students. Enrollment was as high ns 
1,200 students at one time but has been 
steadily declining over the past four 
years. The current enrollment is approxi- 
mately 550 students. 


THE ADVISORY committee's main 


role will be in public relations, according 
to Father Michaletz. The members will 
help recruit students by talking to par- 
ents and various groups and getting par- 
ishes in the area to cooperate. 


As the former principal of St. Viator 


High School in Arlington Heights, Father 
Michaletz worked with a similar com- 
mittee role and said it was very success- 
fuL'The committee's role will not be lim- 
ited to just enrollment problems but will 
be concerned with all aspects of the fu- 
ture of the school. 


"Every girl in the area from a Catho- 


lic family is a potential student," said

Viator. He also feels there will be a min-

the school. 


"Any changes will take four or five 


years to come about," he said. He ex- 
plained- that first teachers have to get 
upset with themselves and face up to 
questions before change can come about.

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A Summer Of Highway Hopscotch Ahead?

First of a Series 


Remember last summer? • 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who. build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Frederichs, assistant super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway resurfacing in progress for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 if a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 


It has taken the state highway depart-' 


m'ent more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of 'concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the conditjon of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers . 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest."

A Summer Of Highway Hopscotch Ahead? 


by DOUG RAY 
First of a Series 


Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Frederichs, assistant super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he'said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway resurfacing in progress -for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 


It has taken the state highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on tlje 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

Major Resurface 
For Tri-State, 
NW Tollways Due 


The Illinois Tollway Authority an- 


nounced yesterday that major resurfac- 
ing projects will begin May 2 on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. The 
completion date is Aug. 1. 


The work involves 11 miles of resurfac- 


ing on both toll roads. The Northwest 
Tollway will be resurfaced from the Ken- 
nedy Expressway to Meacbam Road 
near Sehaumburg. The Tri-State project 
runs from one-half mile north of Ogden 
Avenue to the juncture of the Northwest 
and Tri-State. 


"The work will be similar to that on 


the Kennedy last summer," said John 
Serumgard, a consultant to the highway 
authority. During construction, one lane 
will be closed in both directions. 


Besides adding another layer of con- 


crete to the existing pavement, Serum- 
gard said workers will repair bridges 
and railings, Construction is scheduled 
seven days a week with workers on the 
job 20 hours each day, according to toll- 
way officials. 


Serumgard estimated the cost of the 


Northwest Tollway project at near $2.6 
million and the Tri-State work at more 
than $3 million. 


THE TOLLWAY construction was orig- 


inally scheduled last year but postponed 


because of the Kennedy and Dan Ryan 
work. 


Both toll roads were completed in 1958, 


Serumgard said, and this is the -first ma- 
jor resurfacing job since that time. He 
could not estimate the length of time un- 
til another resurfacing is necessary. 


Tollway authorities said yesterday the 


minute men, a force of emergency ve- 
hicles, will be doubled to assist disabled 
cars, 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


has no immediate plans to increase ser- 
vice to the area during the construction 
period, according to Tom Smith, a rail- 
r o a d spokesman. 
"There was no 


enormous surge in passengers last sum- 
mer" during the Kennedy project, he 
said. 


"But if there is a need, we will add 


equipment to the rail lines," Smith said. 


A United Motor Coach official said 


there are no plans for added bus service 
during the resurfacing work. "A lot of 
drivers just find other ways to get to Chi- 
cago," he said, rather than taking public 
transportation. 


Last summer, many Northwest subur- 


ban commuters teamed up in car pools 
to travel into the city. 


Feiv Hear City Budget Read

the city council read through its 1972-72 
city budget for the benefit of only about 
two dozen persons who attended the 
meeting. 


The council did not vote on the budget, 


although there was some confusion about

Only minor revisions to the pro- 
posed budget were made Tuesday.

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Tmvnship 
Government 
Challenged 


The necessity or desirability of contin- 


uing township government was chal- 
lenged at Palatine Township's annual 
town meeting Tuesday night. 


Two members of the Palatine League 


of Women Voters, Ann Scollay, 669 Car- 
penter Dr., and Alice DeViney, 235 N. 
Clark Or., had asked the township board 
of auditors at last year's town meeting to 
appoint a non-partisan committee to 
study structural and functional modern- 
ization of the appropriation of township 
funds. 


What they got was a brief report pre- 


pared by the auditors comparing the 
township's spending to the state's and 
the county's and the two women made 
their dissatisfaction known. 


Mrs. Scollay pointed out that under the 


new state constitution, townships can be 
dissolved or merged with others with the 
approval of electors. 


"We wanted you to justify the exis- 


tence of the township," she told Super- 
visor Howard I. Olson. "But maybe we 
were expecting too much of our township 
officers. Maybe we should have done this 
on our own." 


Township government, whose functions 


have been steadily decreasing over the 
years, is often criticized as an unneces- 
sary duplication of the activities of other 
taxing bodies. 


Mrs. Scoliay referred to the report on 


township spending as "one-sided" and 
"very sketchy." 


SHE SAID THE motion last year for a 


study was intended to obtain a compari- 
son between Palatine Township's spend- 
ing and the spending of similar townships 
in this area. 


Instead, the report compared the town- 


ship's road appropriations to Cook Coun- 
ty's and Illinois' and to a county in Mich- 
igan. 


Mrs. Scollay accused the township 


auditors of "sitting by and doing nothing, 
and I mean nothing. 


"To think it's been a whole year to get 


this very sketchy report .." 


Wendell Jones, a Palatine trustee at- 


tending the meeting as a citizen, defend- 
ed the township, saying a thorough study 
could not be possible without spending 
$50,000 to $100.000. 


Olsen acknowledged that the report 


"doesn't scratch the surface of the kind 
of things that ought to be discussed by 
townships and Palatine Township in par- 
ticular." 


Me said the auditors agreed to make 


the study an ongoing project and encour- 
aged township residents to suggest areas 
for further study. 


The rest of the annual meeting con- 


sisted largely of reports by various town- 
ship officials on what their activities 
have been during the past year. About 25 
persons attended the meeting.

'Rip-Off 
In Des Plaines 


"This is what they call a rip-off In the 


drug world." said Sgt. Clyde Abney of 
the Cook County Sheriff's police. 


Rip-off or whatever, the robbery of al- 


most $20,000 from what police described 
as a band of pot-hungry young people in 
unincorporated Des Plaines Tuesday 
night was quite a heist. 


Police, who are still searching for two 


of the alleged bandits and all of the mon- 
ey have charged a local man with 
armed robbery and arrested 10 young 
people, mostly from the Carbondale, 111., 
area, oti charges of conspiracy to buy 
marijuana. 


Abney said the young people were 


lured to Des Ptaines with a promise of 
ISO pounds of grass in exchange for 
$20,000 When they arrived with the cash, 
they were robbed at gunpoint in a 
scheme which included a fake kidnaping, 
police said. 


According to Abney, the rip-off took 


place when Raymond Fuca, 28, of Car- 
bondale. and a companion arrived at an 
apartment at 0273 Fairway Dr., Des 
Plaines with $19.750 in cash and an order 
for ISO pounds of marijuana 


WAITING FOR THEM were Richard 


Dziabaelnski, 26. of Sun Valley, Calif; 
Marian Elliot, 19, address unknown: and 
Martin Dipietro, 19, who police said lives 
at the 9273 Fairway address. 


Police said Dziabacinski pulled a gun

According to police, Dziabacinski, Miss 


Elliot and Dipietro were all part of the 
hold up scheme, but the robbery was 
pulled off in a way to make the buyers 
think that only Dziabacinski was in- 
volved. 


Dipietro later confessed to his pait in

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A Summer Of Highway Hopscotch Ahead?

First of a Series 


Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W, Frederichs, assistant super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway resurfacing in progress for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 


It has taken the state highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams .have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

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Major Resurface 
For Tri-State, 
N W Tollways Due 


The Illinois Tollway Authority an- 


nounced yesterday that major resurfac- 
ing projects will begin May 2 on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. The 
completion date is Aug. 1. 


The work involves 11 miles of resurfac- 


ing on both toll roads, The Northwest 
Tollway will be resurfaced from the Ken- 
nedy Expressway to Meacham Road 
near Schaumburg. The Tri-State project 
runs from one-half mite north of Ogden 
Avenue to the juncture of the Northwest 
and Tri-State. 


"The work will be 'similar to that on 


the Kennedy last summer," said John 
Serumgard, a consultant to the highway 
authority. During construction^ one lane 
will be closed in both directions. 


Besides adding another layer of con- 


crete to the existing pavement, Serum- 
gard said workers will repair bridges 
and railings. Construction is scheduled 
seven days a week with workers on the 
job 20 hours each day, according to toll- 
way officials. 


Serumgard estimated the cost of the 


Northwest Tollway project at near $2.6 
million and the Tri-State work at more 
than $3 million. 


THE TOLLWAY construction was orig- 


inally scheduled last year but postponed 
because of the Kennedy and Dan Ryan 
work. 


Both toll roads were completed in 1958, 


Serumgard said, and this is the first ma- 
jor resurfacing job since that time. He 
could not estimate the length of time un-

She said that un- 
der Revision I Busse School had the 
highest pupil-teacher ratio in the school 
district. 


Nancy Tank, Westbrook School PTA 


president, proposed addition of one class- 
room teacher and a resource teacher at 
Westbrook. 


Barbara Holloway, Lincoln Junior High 


School PTA president, called for keeping 
39 teachers instead of the proposed 36 for 
Lincoln. 


Several speakers called for implemen- 


tation of a plan suggested by board 
member Leo Floros. His plan would 
eliminate 13 classroom teachers. 


Some speakers also urged the board to 


consider returnig to the voters with a 
tax hike referendum less than 39-cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation.

River Trails Schools Cut 9 Teaching Positions 


The River Trails Dist. 26 School Board 


Tuesday night voted unanimously to 
eliminate nine teaching positions. It was 
the first major staff cutback in the dis- 
trict's history. 


The board's action, recommended by 


Supt. Thomas Warden, came after a 1%- 
hour executive session. According to 
Asst. Supt. James Retzlaff, the decision 
was made because of a decrease in stu- 
dent enrollment. Currently some class 


sizes are too small to be economically 
feasible, he said. 


"The question is if we can afford a lux- 


ury of classes of 16 or 18 when money is 
short and there is a demand for class- 
room space in the schools," Retzlaff 
said. He pointed to a projected drop of 
150 to 180 kindergarten through third 
grade students in 1972-73 as compared to 
1969-70. 


"It's not a decision we wanted to 


make," said Warden. "But now we have. 
14 or 15 classes under 22 and it's not 
feasible to continue that way. This year 
we're operating under a $412,000 debt 
and the increase approved last spring 
won't support everything plus the de- 
mands in the negotiations package." 


EIGHT OF THE nine positions are 


classroom teachers at schools including 
Bond, Parkview and Feehanville. The 
current science teacher at River Road 


School is also being eliminated, but this 
will not affect the science program there, 
according to Retzlaff. He would not say 
how the cutback will affect class sizes. 


The resignations of two teachers were 


accepted Tuesday night. School officials 
will send a letter to seven teachers notify- 
ing them of their dismissal urtime to 
meet the legal stipulation of 60 days be-

Eppley. a professional public adminis- 


trator, is a firm believer in having a 
staff of professionals around him. This 
was shown previously in his handling of 
the two staff vacancies he had to fill 
when h«- arrived this past summer. 


The new manager had to find a head 


engineer and a police chief. In both 
cases, Eppley did extensive advertising 
in professional journals, both locally and 
state-wide. 


THE RESULTS OF 
1 his searching were 


Village Eng. Leonard H. Dicke in Octo- 
ber and Police Chief Bert Giddens in No- 
vember. The 62-year-old Dicke was a 
graduate of the Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology and a registered civil engineer in 
both California and Colorado.

The value 
of roll call is that it can be used to keep 
the men up to date on current cases and 
crime trends within the village 


The story is the same with Dutton He 


was Evanston's director of building and 
zoning for 10 years, served in that capac- 
ity for three years in Skokie and for four 
years in Brookfield, 


IN EVANSTON. the 52-year-old Dutton 


supervised a department of 30 full-time 
employes and undertook a study of per- 
mit fees that resulted in his department 
becoming completely self-funded. The 
thought among village leaders is that 
Mount Prospect's building code and per- 
mit schedule will also be revamped and 
Eppley apparently felt Dutton is the man 
to accomplish this. 


The addition of professionalism to the 


village government is to be applauded, 
not because it is a nice luxury, but be- 
cause with the tremendous growth that 
we are experiencing, it has become a ne- 
cessity. 


The key to all this of course goes back 


to the village board's decision last sum- 
mer to hire Eppley. It was the first step 
toward professionalism, and the one that 
has led to the rest Eppley cost a lot 
more than previous managers (in terms 
of salary) but he appears to be worth 
every dollar as the effects of his shaping 
of the village's administration can al- 
ready be felt.

The American woman and her status

The author presents a survey of 
the current status of women, and sees 
this revolutionary change as influenced 
by demographic, technical, and social 
changes. The role of American women in 
relation to women of other countries is 
examined. Whereas Britain looks to mar-

women to maintain economic 


growth because of their limited labor 
supply, Sweden is concerned mainly with 
the problem In marriage when the wom- 
an's job equals that of her husband's. 
Sweden is also concerned with the issue 
of day-care centers. 


Russia probably makes the greatest 


economic use of and values more its 
womanpower. especially in industry and 
construction. In Africa the status of 
women Is as varied as the country itself, 
and it is difficult to make general- 
izations. 


THE PRESIDENT'S commission, es- 


tablished by the late John Kennedy, did 
a report on the status of women. This 
can be found in "American Women," the 
r e s u l t of 
this commission's in- 


vestigations. The book was edited by 
Margaret Mead, who also wrote the in- 
troduction and epilogue. With Eleanor 
Roosevelt as its head, the commission 
studied labor standards, women under 
the law. women as citizens, protective la- 
bor legislation, and civil and political 
rights. All findings are discussed in de- 
tail in this book.

Before the executive session, Al Burns, 


president of the River Trails Education 
Association (RTEA), protested the man- 
ner in which teachers had been informed 
about the cutbacks.

If a teacher resigns, he does not 
have to be rehired. 


Warden told Burns he "had no proof 


whatsoever" for his accusations. "I find 
you out of line," Warden said. "You are 
making some pretty serious accusa- 
tions." 


Several teachers then told the board 


their principals had suggested it would 
be better for them to resign and claimed 
they were given no alternative.

A Summer Of Highway Hopscotch Ahead?

First of a Series 


Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you bad to play 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west-suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


comes from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Frederichs, assistant super- 


intendent of highways for Cook County, 
agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture' onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway' resurfacing in progress for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 


It has taken the state highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal.. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,009 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

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Major Resurface 
For Tri-State, 
N W Tollways Due 


The Illinois Tollway Authority an- 


nounced yesterday that major resurfac- 
ing projects will begin May 2 on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. The 
completion date is Aug. 1. 


The work Involves 11 miles of resurfac- 


ing on both toll roads. The Northwest 
Tollway will be resurfaced from the Ken- 
nedy Expressway to Meacham Road 
near Schaumburg, The Tri-State project 
runs from one-half mile north of Ogden 
Avenue to the juncture' of the Northwest 
and Tri-State. 


"The work will be similar to that on. 


the Kennedy last summer," said John 
Senimgard, a consultant to the highway 
authority. During construction, one lane 
will be closed in both directions. 


Besides adding another layer of con- 


crete to the existing pavement, Serum- 
gard said workers will repair bridges 
and railings. Construction is scheduled 
seven days a week with workers on the 
job 20 hours each day, according to toll- 
way officials. 


Senimgard estimated the cost of the 


Northwest Tollway project at near $2.6 
million and the Tri-State work at more 
than $3 million. 


THE TOLLWAY construction was orig- 


inally scheduled last year but postponed 
because of the Kennedy and Dan Ryan 
work.

The only business at this year's session

Michael Taras, who said he failed to 


receive the Wheeling Township endorse- 
ment for secretary of state this year, 
suggested several "additions to the budg- 
et." His proposals included a township 


teen center feasibility study and a town-

The importance of the town meeting 


has declined since the Illinois Budgetary 
Act was adopted by the state legislature. 
Before the legislation, residents of a

The major portion of the Wheeling 


Township meeting was Marshall The- 
roux's report that the township "will con- 
tinue to dig into assessments. Anyone 
who wants to know about assessments 
need not go to the county," he said.

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS JAYCEES 


After interpreting a tennis survey 


which included 170 residents of the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District, Carl M. 
Larson, a marketing expert, recom- 
mends that the park district proceed 
with its plans to build an indoor tennis 
facility. 


The survey was designed to determine 


whether there are enough people in the 
Arlington Heights Park District who 
would subscribe to membership in an in- 
door tennis facility, and also pay the 
hourly rates. 


Of the 170 residents questioned, 125 


said they would subscribe to proposed 
membership rates, and 73 said the pro- 
posed hourly rates are reasonable. 


Proposed membership rates are $(ii? 


per family or $30 per man or woman and 
$15 per child. Proposed hourly rates are 
$9 per hour for prime time and $7 for 
non-prime time. 


According to Larson, the membership 


rates are reasonable, especially since 73 
per cent of the respondents said that 
they would pay them. However, he can- 
tioaed the park district on the hourly 
fees, "the rate schedule should be re- 
viewed as to make it distinctively lower 
than the rates charged by private clubs." 


As far as financing an indoor tennis 


facility, 85 per cent of the people ques- 
tioned said that they felt revenue bonds 
should be sold to people interested in the 
facility.

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Profile Of School System Crisis 
Problems Led To Firing Of Donald Thomas 


(The problems facing Elk Grove Town- 


ship Dist. 59 in recent ye«r» have some- 
times seemed endless. This is the fourth 
In a series on the problems facing the 
district.)

The fate of Donald Thomas as superin- 


tendent of Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
was sealed less than two months after 
the I960 school board election. 


In June the board of education, by a 


v&te of 5-2 accepted Thomas' resignation 
and agreed to buy out the remaining 
year of his contract. No one tried to hide 
the fact that, for all intents and pur- 
poses, Don Thomas had been fired. 


C o n t r o v e r s y had swirled around 


Thomas since November, 1968, when the 
district began the "belt-tightening" re- 
quired because Business Mgr. William 
Lankenau had made a $250,000 mistake 
in the budget. 


The troubles continued when Lankenau 


was fired and two members of the build- 
ing and grounds department left the dis- 
trict saying they were resigning in his 
support. 


ABOUT THE same time, Thomas and 


the board came under fire when the su- 
perintendent recommended that Thomas 
Warden, principal of Forest View School 
be transferred to the central office. 


Today Thomas says he made the shift 


because Warden, now superintendent of 
River Trails Dist. 26, was a "bad princi- 
pal." But Thomas admits he could have 
avoided some of the storm that followed 
the transfer if he had handled it differ- 
ently. 


"I would have removed him over a 


longer period of time and wouldn't have 
announced anything in the middle of the 
school year," Thomas says. "One result 
of decentralization is that all hell breaks 


* 
loose when you try to remove a princi- 
pal/' 


Other observers don't accept Thomas' 


analysis of the whole situation. "Warden 
was a threat to Don Thomas, and he was 
obviously doing some kind of job at For- 
est View because he was so popular," 
one observer remarks now. "In his usual 
subtle way Don was lashing out at any- 
one who threatened him." 


MEMBERS OF the Forest View Study 


Committee, a group of parents who had 
been studying the district's finances, pro- 
tested the transfer. A series of meetings 
was scheduled between the board and the 
parents. 


In April, elections were held for the 


school board. Gene Artemenko, board 
president an dperhaps Thomas' staunch- 
est backer, did not run for reelection 
because, he says now, "I saw no need to 


run. Everything seemed to be going 
good." 


Harold Harvey, George Blanchard and 


Albert Domanico won seats in the elec- 
tion. Domanico 'had already served for 
several months as an appointee. 


Meetings with the Forest View parents 


continued, and at one point Thomas 
directly contradicted a statement made 
earlier by Board Pres. Allen Sparks. Fi- 
nally the whole issue came to a head 
when, in an executive session, the board 
asked for Thomas' resignation. 


SPARKS EXPLAINS the final action 


was the culmination of all the pressures 
that had been building in the district dur- 
ing the school year. "A lot of things had 
been happening. Statements were made 
in public that things would not be done 
and a month later they were done. The 
board had become concerned about prac- 
tices in the business office and questions 
just weren't being answered," he says. 


Rumors spread (believed by Thomas 


supporters) that conservative Republi- 
cans were partly responsible for the 
board's action because they opposed 
Thomas' outspoken liberalism. Harvey, 
who was often accused of being part of 
the "plot" because of his ties with the 
Republican Party in Des Plaines, says 
he had no personal feelings about 
Thomas before coming to the board. But, 


he says, once he was elected, "I could 
recognize bad management." 


Harvey, a banker, explains he voted 


for Thomas' resignation because, "It be- 
came readily apparent that Dist. 59 was 
doing a very bad job on the financial 
end. They did a good job on education, 
but there seemed to be a lack of accounta- 
bility on how money was being, spent. 
Thomas left because of a lack of admin- 
istrative ability, not a lack of educational 
ability." 


Thomas considers his dismissal the re- 


sult of a basic clash between the policy- 
making of the board and his adminis- 
tration. 


"I don't believe the superintendent 


should ever be controlled," he says, "but 
if the board doesn't believe in what the 
superintendent wants, they need a new 
superintendent. The new board was a- 
fraid of parent involvement and decentra- 
lization. They were good men, but we dif- 
fered."

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Summer Of Highway Hopscotch Ahead?

Remember last summer? 
Remember the way you had to piay 


hopscotch across the roads of the North- 
west suburbs in an attempt to avoid the 
unavoidable road construction? 


Remember the lines of cars, the layers 


of dust, the clogged intersections at rush 
hour? 


Well, if you don't, you get a chance to 


relive some of last summer's highway 
mess again this year. 


Why does this have to be? One answer 


conies from the people who build our 
roads: 


"Where the people are, is where the 


highways go," said Jerry Hoff of the 
state highway department's Planning, 
P r o g r a m m i n g , Budgeting System 
(PPBS). "And a lot of people are mov- 
ing Northwest." 


Glenn W. Fredericks, assistant super-

intendent of highways for Cook County, 
• agreed the migration of residents to the 
Northwest suburbs requires a continuing 
expansion of the highway system. 


"Every time you have an apartment 


building and construction, it adds to the 
traffic," he said. "The development of 
roads to handle the traffic follows." 


THIS SPRING and summer promises 


to be another filled with construction 
projects throughout the area, according 
to state, county and local highway offi- 
cials. Motorists may be spared some of 
the traffic tie-ups and throttled flow of 
cars that have been so common locally 
during recent construction seasons. 


But if motorists venture onto the toll 


roads near the Northwest suburbs begin- 
ning in May, they will find massive road 
improvements under way. 


Both the Northwest Tollway and the 


Tri-State Tollway will have 11 miles of 
highway resurfacing in progress for at 


least three months. Highway officials say 
the tollway improvements will be similar 
to those on the Kennedy Expressway last 
summer that slowed traffic to a stand- 
still. 


"Last year was a major one for subur- 


ban highway improvements," Hoff said. 
"But 1972 is a very bad year for funding 
in Chicago and throughout the state." 


Many commuters may sigh with relief 


that this summer's suburban driving 
may be less annoying than last. Many 
remember all too well the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway resurfacing job, the Rte. 53 
bridge repairs and the seemingly endless 
1-90 work. 


It has taken the state highway depart- 


ment more than 10 years on the 1-90 proj- 
ect from Dundee Road to the Eisenhower 
Expressway and it still isn't finished. 
The 20-mile stretch of concrete is ex- 
pected to be completed this September, 
but during the years of work, traffic 


jams have been the rule rather than the 
exception. 


THE 1-90 improvement is -typical — 


highway projects designed to speed traf- 
fic are a driver's headache before they 
achieve the ultimate goal. 


The Kennedy Expressway resurfacing 


project exemplified, more than any other 
highway improvement in recent years, 
the condition of highways in Chicagoland 
prior to the expressway system. 


Traffic was channeled to a single lane 


near the Loop, and most of the 225,000 
autos traveling downtown were moving 
at a snail's pace. One commuter called it 
a "mile-long,traffic jam." 


On the local level, the Rte. 53 bridge 


resurfacing work from Algonquin to Dun- 
dee roads ran more than a month over 
the contract date to the displeasure of 
motorists. Anyone who decided to take a 
leisurely drive along the roadway last

Resurfacing Slated For Two Tollways 


The Illinois Tollway Authority an- 


nounced yesterday that major resurfac- 
ing projects will begin May 2 on the 
Northwest and Tri-State Tollways. The 
completion date is Aug. 1. 


The work involves 11 miles of resurfac- 


ing on both toll roads. The Northwest 
Tollway will be resurfaced from the Ken- 
nedy Expressway to Meacham Road 
near Sehaumburg. The Tri-State project 
runs from one-half mile north of Ogden 
Avenue to the juncture of the Northwest 
and Tri-State. 


"The work will be similar to that on 


the Kennedy last summer," said John 
Serumgard, a consultant to the highway 
authority. During construction, one lane 
wilt be closed in both directions. 


Besides adding another layer of con- 


crete to the existing pavement, Serum- 
gard said workers will repair bridges 
and railings. Construction is scheduled 
seven days a week with workers on the 
job 20 hours each day, according to toll- 
way officials. 


Serumgard estimated the cost of the 


Northwest Tollway project at near $2.6 
million and the Tri-State work at more 
than $3 million. 


THE TOLLWAY construction was orig- 


inally scheduled last year but postponed 
because of the Kennedy and Dan Ryan 
work.

care occupations class. Children selected 
for enrollment must have obtained a

Oakton Trustees Vote To Drop Campus Site Lawsuits

construction for junior college campuses. 
The remaining one-fourth must come 
from local taxpayers. 


The 
lawsuit protesting the 
state 


board's reversal asked the Cook County 
Circuit Court to Invalidate the state 
board's rejection of the Maryhill site on 
the grounds that it was illegal and 
usurped the local control of the Oakton 
board. 


OAKTON TRUSTEES also voted unani- 


mously after an executive session at 
Tuesday's meeting to drop the con- 
demnation suit against the archdiocese. 
Oakton Atty. Joseph Murphy had filed 
the suit more than two months ago. 


Don Reuben, archdiocesan attorney, 


had asked for a dismissal of the suit on 
the grounds that Oakton could not pursue 
the Maryhill site without the state board 
approval and he questioned the junior 
college's right to condemn consecrated 
cemetery land. 


Alter taking over his duties as new 


board president, Wauck announced Tues- 
day night the board wilt begin in- 
vestigating alternate sites as soon as its 
committees have been reorganized. He 


said 1972-73 committee appointments will 
be announced at the board's April 18 
meeting. 


Wauck also said the possibility of re- 


scheduling the referendum to raise local 
funds for a permanent campus will be 
discussed in the new committees. 


A psychology professor at Chicago's 


Loyola University, Wauck, 51, could have 
run for reelection Saturday to a full 
three-year term. 


HOWEVER, HE CHOSE to run for a 


one-year term against Falkoff, who, re- 


signed to protest the state decision and 
later decided to run for reelection to the 
remaining year of his own term. 


Falkoff campaigned on a "local con- 


trol" platform, while Wauck campaigned 
on the belief that Oakton's local control 
has not been threatened by the state ju- 
nior college board. 


Kamin and MacDonald, both reelected 


to the Oakton board Saturday, protested 
the board's decision to drop its lawsuit 
against the state board. 


"Let's find out first if they had the 


right to take away their previous approv- 
al of our site," Kamiri said Tuesday 
night. Oakton and state board attorneys 
have disagreed over the legality of the 
state board's Feb. 11 decision. 


MACDONALD SAID, "As I saw it, the 


purpose of the lawsuit was to bring the 
two sides together to talk. We haven't 
been able to sit down with the state 
board and find .out exactly why they 
withdrew their approval. We deserve an 
explanation. I don't think we should drop 
the lawsuit until we get one." 


MacDonald and Kamin campaigned 


alongside Falkoff in Saturday's elections. 
MacDonald also resigned to protest the 
state reversal and later decided to seek 
reelection to the remaining two years of 
his own term. 


MacDonald, Kamin and Loska sought 


to table the motion to withdraw the state 
board lawsuit but were defeated by the 
other four trustees. 


Gutschick, a 22 year old Oakton stu- 


dent who was sworn in as a trustee Tues- 
day night, seconded the motions to drop 
both lawsuits. Both motions were made 
by Hartstein. 


Vote tallies from Saturday's election 


were canvassed at Tuesday night's meet- 
ing. According to official results, Kamin 
received 3,425 votes, Gutschick received 
2,935 votes, John Swalec of Park Ridge 
received 2,305 votes, Leonard Estrin of 
Skokie received 2,624 votes and Alex Gor- 
don of Niles received 1,751 votes. Kamin 
and Gutschick were elected to three-year 
terms. 


According to official tallies in the race 


for a two-year term, winner MacDonald 
received 2,874 votes, Chester Gulinski of 
Niles received 2,744 votes and Barry 
Benveniste of Des Plaines received 918 
votes. 


Winner Wauck got 3,635 votes and Fal- 


koff received 3,129 votes in the one-year 
race, according to official vote tallies. 


Falkoff Leaves Oakton Board Amid A Flurry 


Milton Falkoff left the Oakton Commu 


nity College Board of trustees and its 
presidency Tuesday night, but not quiet- 
ly. 


A member of the board since its in- 


ception In 1969. its president from April, 
1971 until Saturday and always one of its 
most outspoken and articulate trustees, 
Falkoff was loudly denied the chance to 
chair one last Oakton Board meeting by 
some of his former fellow trustees. 


The attorney, corporate executive and 


accountant from Lincoln wood, lost a bit- 
ter election Saturday to incumbent Le- 
Roy Wauck of Park Ridge. 


So, when Falkoff showed up at Tues- 


day night's Oakton board meeting, in- 
tending to preside until a new head could 
be elected he was hooted from his chair 
by Wauek and Raymond Hartstein, for- 
mer board president. 


The two contended he had no right to 


sit at the board, even for a few minutes, 
because he had resigned last month in 
the heat of a fiery dispute over a per- 
manent campus site. 


FALKOFF RESIGNED effective April 


8. the day of Oakton school board elec- 
tions, but later decided to seek reelection 
to the remaining one year of his own

term. 


He lost that election and was a loser 


again Tuesday night. 


Each time Falkoff tried to speak to 


open the board meeting, he was inter- 
rupted by Wauck and Hartstein. 


After a few minutes of shouting back 


and forth, Falkoff asked the board's at- 
torney for a legal opinion about his right 
to serve until a new president could be 
elected. 


Oakton Atty. Joseph Murphy said Fal- 


koff could stay. Wauck and Hartstein dis- 
agreed. They said they had secured other 


legal opinions. They said usually a board 
president stays on until his successor has 
been named, but since Falkoff resigned 
effective April 8, he had no right to pre- 
side beyond that date. 


The shouting continued until Falkoff 


announced that despite Murphy's opin- 
ion, he would move from the president's 
chair to the audience. He did. Vice Pres. 
Meyer Kamin took over the meeting. 


LATER, WAUCK was elected as the 


new board president. Later Hartstein 
made two motions, both of which passed, 
which reversed the direction Falkoff had 
led the board in its efforts to secure a 
permanent campus site. 


President Wauck apologized to the au- 


dience for turning the meeting into a 
"free-for-all." But the audience, too, had 
joined in the melee with cheers and 
claps. 


"There was a reason for our con- 


tentiousness," Wauck said, explaining 
that he and Hartstein had feared some- 
one might challenge the validity of the 
entire meeting if Falkoff had been 
allowed to preside in the beginning. 


Later the board voted to honor Falkoff 


for his services with a plaque and with a 
special dinner.

MONTEGO BAY, Jamaica - (NBA)

Hank Greenberg is a daily tennis player 
who at the age of 60 made the sports 
pages of the New York Times and UPI 
by beating an out-of-shape writer. And 
this was an impromptu rematch in the 
island sun, followed by a healthy swig of 
fruit juice. 


This was when Hank revealed the 


truth. 


"I was," he said, "the original $100,000 


ball player " 


In these troubled times when Vida Blue 


strives to rise above a paltry $50,000, the 
$100,000 plateau means elite acceptance 
— no matter what the sport. Henry B. 
Greenberg reached it exactly a quarter 
of a century ago. 


At the time he was a fading baseball 


player of 36 who had forfeited four and a 
half of the best years of his life to World

War II. No longer would it be possible 
for him to hit 58 home runs, as he had 
done in 1938, for the Detroit Tigers. He 
had been waived through the American 
League and peddled to the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates in 1947. Hank, with the Detroit or- 
ganization since he was a high school kid 
in the Bronx, read about it in the papers 
and was crushed. He was going to retire. 


The Pirates had just been purchased 


by John Galbraith, that gentle million- 
aire breeder of horse flesh. Mr. Gal- 
braith called Hank personally. 


Hank said, "I'm too old to ride trains 


any more." 


"You can travel alone by plane from 


city to city," said Galbraith. 


"I've reached 
the stage when I 


wouldn't want a roommate," said Hank. 
Galbraith said he could room alone. 


"But your ball park is tough for a 


righthand hitter " 


"Don't worry," said Galbraith. "We'll 


change it any way you want. Just tell us 
where to put the fences " (And so was 
created Greenberg Gardens in the old 
Forbes Field ) 


Now piqued, Hank wondered about 


salary. Galbraith mentioned $40,000 and 
offered as a gesture two horses from his 
farm for Hank's wife, the former Carol 
Gimbel, who was building a racing 
stable. 


Hank shrugged aside the horses and 


said, "I'm thinking of the future, that 
someday I'd like to own a baseball 
team." 


So to seal the deal, Galbraith offered a 


piece of the Pirates. Greenberg bought 
$137,000 worth of stock. A> the end of the 
season, as agreed, Galbraith bought back 
the stock for $197,000. 


That meant a profit to Hank of $60,000 


on which he paid only a capital gains tax 
of 25 per cent, plus the $40,000 in straight 
salary, and presto you had the sport's 
first $100,000 player. 


From that start has been built the 


post-baseball fortune of Henry B. Green- 
berg, who lives just off Park Avenue and 
has a ticker tape installed in his own 


home and takes weekends off to play ten- 
nis in Montego Bay. 


He went from a Bronx kid with a 10- 


•cents-a-week allowance (a nickel for the 
Saturday afternoon movie) to Hall of 
Fame baseball star to baseball executive 
to major league owner to his current life 
as a personal investment man. 


For when that 1947 season at 100 Gs 


was over, Hank recognized the physical 
inevitable, despite the 25 homers he hit 
for the Pirates, and officially retired. 


After watching a World Series game 


that fall in Yankee Stadium, he was 
walking through the right field exit when 
Bill Veeck hobbled alongside, introduced 
himself and made a dinner date. At 4 
o'clock in the morning at Toots Shor's, 
Hank became a vice-president of the 
Cleveland Indians and later engineered 
the purchase of the Chicago White Sox 
with Veeck. (They got the club for $5 
million, which included $2 million in cash 
in the club treasury, later sold the park 
for $3% million and finally unloaded the 
club in 1962 for more than $9 million.) 


Hank left baseball in 1963 after staying 


around just long enough to get the new 
White Sox owners launched. He is his 
own man. Occasionally, there have been 
flickers of interest in getting back He 
checked out the Yankees as a possible 
purchase for Veeck and decided they 
were a poor investment risk at the rate 
they were losing money 


"The trouble with baseball," 
said 


Hank, "is the ridiculous owners. Long 
before the Giants and Dodgers, I sug- 
gested at an American League meeting 
in New York we move the teams to the 
west coast. Old Clark Griffith, sitting 
there with his hat on and coat collar 
around his neck, said no, it was too cold 
out there. How'd he know? He once 
pitched for Portland. When was that? In 
1906, Had he been back since? No." 


So Hank putters contentedly with the 


stock market, wears a perennial tan and, 
oh yes, he still beats indigent writers at 
tennis.

Red Cross recommends that boaters 


and fishermen wear two or three suits of 
thermal underwear and other suitable 
clothing as protection in case of pro- 
longed cold water immersion. The type 
of suits worn by scuba divers are good in 
these situations. 


"Get out of cold water fast," Dr. Gund 


said. "Normally, the Red Cross advises 
hanging on to a swamped or capsized 
boat, but exceptions to this rule are if the 
water is cold or the accident occurs near 
rapids or falls. Swim to the nearest point 
of safety — shore or another boat — 
with, or at right angles to the current, 
using an armstroke with an underwater 
recovery," she said. 


A victim taken from cold water should 


be brought into a warm room as quickly 
as possible. Wet or frozen clothing and 
anything that is constricting should be 
removed. 


The victim should be rewarmed rapid- 


ly by being wrapped in warm blankets or 
placed in a tub of water that is warm but 
not hot to the rescuer's hand or forearm. 
If the victim is conscious, he should be 
given hot liquids but nothing alcoholic. 
He should be dried thoroughly if water is 
used to rewarm him. 


"Medical aid should be obtained as 


soon as possible," Dr. Gund concluded.

Ogilvie Outlines Programs For 1972 


by BOB LAHEY 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL. - In a probable 


preview of his campaign platform for re- 
election. Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie yester- 
day charged the Illinois General Assem- 
bly with the task of providing tax relief 
for farmers and senior citizens, among 
other duties. 


In his first major public appearance 


since Illinois voters picked Democrat 
Daniel Walker as his opponent for gover-

nor, Ogilvie outlined his 1972 legislative 
program to some 250 members of the Illi- 
nois State Chamber of Commerce at a 
luncheon here yesterday. 


The governor named as two priority 


objectives the elimination of the personal 
property tax on farm goods and machin- 
ery, and real estate tax relief for senior 
citizens whether they own or rent their 
homes. 


Ogilvie made no reference to his bid 


for reelection, but tipped the assembled 
businessmen to his current thinking 
when he declared, "these programs are 
not mere campaign rhetoric." 


EQUITABLE TAXATION was the ma- 


jor theme stressed by Ogilvie, both in 
pointing to his record during his first 
term and in outlining his future objec- 
tives. He also listed the following as 


prime duties facing the General Assem- 
bly: 


—Implementation of the Judicial In- 


quiry Board mandated by the 1970 state 
constitution for supervision of the quali- 
fications and conduct of judges. 


—Preemptive legislation to "avert the 


Chaos which would result from local li- 
censing of professions," under home rule 
provisions of the new constitution. 


—Establishment of new state election 


machinery "to guarantee honest elec- 
tions in every community of Illinois." 


—Legislation to protect "our most im- 


portant natural resource, Lake Mich- 
igan." 


Though Ogilvie faces a candidate who 


won the Democratic nomination on a 
platform of opposition to Democratic 
powerhouse Mayor Richard J. Daley of 
Chicago, his proposals for the coming 
year clearly followed a theme which 
would give him grounds to criticize Da- 
ley and his Cook County Democratic or- 
ganization. 


In claiming progress during his first 


term, the governor made only passing 
reference to his most controversial ac- 
tion, instituti«n of the state income tax. 
He did, however, place it first among 
what he called "significant steps .. to 
more equitably distribute the tax burden 
in Illinois." 


HE ALSO BOASTED of the exemption 


of one automobile and household furnish- 
ings from what he repeatedly calls the 
"hated" personal property tax as a ma- 
jor accomplishment of his adminis- 
tration, 


Being careful not to claim certain 


goals which he failed to achieve, the gov- 
ernor did emphasize other fiscal efforts 
which he described as "essential objec- 
tives of his administration." 


Among these objectives was the com- 


plete abolishment of the personal proper- 
ty tax, which he did succeed in ushering 
through the state legislature, but which

"The Emergency Department — What 


It Is And How To Use It" will be the 
topic of an 8 p.m. public program at Lu- 
theran General Hospital. Park Ridge 
Thursday in the hospital's chapel-audito- 
rium. 


Three hospital staff members will pre- 


sent the program. Dr. Alfred Serritella 
will discuss emergency department med- 
ical care and will show the use of emer- 
gency equipment. He is coordinator of 
house physicians and interns at Lutheran 
General and director of the hospital's 
gastroenterology laboratory. 


Mrs. Howard Herrick, R.N.. emergen- 


cy department head nurse, will describe 
procedures and activities of Lutheran 
General's emergency department and 
will discuss the special training required 
for emergency department nurses. 


William Sittler, executive director of 


operations, will discuss emergency de- 
partment functions and staffing. 


After the presentations, the three staff 


members will answer questions from the 
audience. 


"THE PROGRAM is designed to pro- 


vide practical emergency department in- 
formation which will be useful to every- 
one in the community," said Harry Men- 
denhall. program chairman. 


"Parents especially, will want to come 


because of the high usage of the emer- 
gency department by children. The hos- 
pital's poison control center will be dis- 
cussed," he said. 


Use of the emergency department has 


increased 233 per cent in 11 years, ac- 
cording to hospital officials. This year an 
estimated 34,000 emergency department 
patients will come to Lutheran General. 
The emergency department had 31,368 
patients last year, often treating as 
many as 130 a day. 


During the day, Lutheran General has 


a licensed physician, four registered 
nurses, a licensed practical nurse, an 
aide, an orderly and a clerical worker on 
duty in the emergency department. At 


night there are two licensed physicians, 
four registered nurses, two orderlies and 
a clerical worker according to hospital 
"officials. 


The hospital also has radiologic tech- 


nologists and medical technologists on 
duty 24 hours a day, and a hospital chap- 
lain is in the department or on call from 
within the hospital at all times. Volun- 
teers also serve about 5,000 hours a year 
as emergency department receptionists, 
officials said.

Day Care Inadequate Survey Shows 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Millions of chil- 


dren are being deprived of care and de- 
velopment which should be their birth- 
right because of an acute and growing 
shortage of day care services, the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women reported 
this week. 


The 264-page report by council mem- 


bers who visited day care services in 77 
cities and interviewed mothers and com- 
munity leaders said "an eight or tenfold 
or even greater expansion of com- 
prehensive quality day care would be 
necessary to meet the existing needs." 


The survey, titled "Windows on Day 


Care," reported not only a serious quan- 
titative shortage of services but said one- 
fifth of the centers visited were regarded 
as "poor." 


"Not only is there an acute shortage of 


developmental day care services in the 
United States today, this shortage is in- 
tensifying," the report said, 


"MILLIONS OF CHILDREN are being 


deprived of opportunities for the care 
and development which should be their 
birthright." 


"Large numbers of children are neg- 


lected; still larger numbers now receive 
care which, at best, can be called only 
custodial and which, at its worst, is de- 
plorable. Only a relatively small portion 
are benefiting from truly developmental 
quality care," the survey said. 


The report said that although many of 


the family day care proprietors inter- 
viewed were "warm and motherly," 
relatively few were able to provide 
educational and developmental experi- 
ences for children. 


Mary Dublin Keyserling, director and 


author of the survey, pointed out that the 
"early years are critical in a child's de- 
velopment." 


"DEPRIVATION then can have dis- 


astrous effects. Services must be greatly 
expanded and improved. They should be 
available to all families who wish their 
children to benefit by them. They should 
be provided without cost to low income 
families with fees scaled to income for 
others," she said. 


The report called for federal appro- 


priations of at least $2 billion for fiscal 
1973, rising by $2 billion annually through 
the 1970s. 
" 


Other recommendations included: 
—Reduction of state and local match- 


ing funding requirements to 10 per cent 
and waived when necessary. 


—Coordination of all federal day care 


programs with funding to state and local 
levels through a single channel. 


—Establishment of a federal clear- 


inghouse to provide state and local 
groups information as to sources of 
funds available for day care services. 


—NEITHER WORK'training nor em- 


ployment should be a mandatory require- 
ment for public assistance eligibility of 
mothers. 


"Our ultimate goal as a nation,"/the 


report said, "should be to make avail- 
able comprehensive, developmental child 
care services to all families that wish to 
use them." 


"There shouldn't be a single little child 


in America left alone to fend for him- 
sef," the survey added.

Long 3rd Act Mars 'UTBU9

Playwright James Klrkwood has a 


good 
thing going for two acts of 


"UTBU," and then, carried away by his 
success, I guess, he goofs with an overly 
long third act that nearly botches up the 
play. 


In the hands of Masque and Staff, the 


farce is hilarious through the two acts 
and could continue that way if Klrkwood 
hadn't messed it up. The audience is all 
prepared at the end of two acts for one 
or the other of the major protagonists to 
be eliminated. It's asking too much of 
any actors to sustain this kind of sus- 
pense forever. 


The redeeming feature of the third act 


is its explosive ending. A director could 
get more mileage out of that by cutting 
some superfluous action in this final 
act ... 
but more on that later. 


ART MASSEL and Bob Johnson are • 


ideally matched in this comedy as J. 
Francis Amber, the handsome egocentric 
actor, and William Uggims, the near- 
sighted, sometimes over-zealous agent 
for UTBU (Unhealthy To Be Unplea- 
sant), Uggims has been assigned to in- 
vestigate whether J. Francis is a mother 
beater, and if so, to plan his appropriate 
"reward." 


J. Francis rules his household, con- 


sisting of his 94-year-old mother, a 
stagestruck niece and a combination 


house-keeper-mother sitter, with, an iron 
hand ... and a penurious one. His moth- 
er, Shirley Amber, delightfully portrayed 
by Loretta Tomaselli, refuses to sell 
some property so J. Francis can make a 
movie in Europe, The land is burial 
ground for ancient Indians and Amber 
ancestors, and Shirley wants to keep it 
that way. But her son is not one to be 
thwarted. 


Enter William Uggims to interview J. 


Francis, whom he regards as a great ac- 
tor. It is unthinkable that J. Francis Am- 
ber would harm his dear old mother, but 
as Uggims pursues the interview he 
learns that someone is trying to poison 
Shirley. 


CAN IT BE THE actor's cute but 


clumsy niece, Anastasia, played by 
Sandy Rode, who stubs her toes, bumps 
into furniture and stumbles down steps in 
a very convincing manner? Or the house- 
keeper, Mrs. Tufford? As Uggims and J. 
Francis discuss the possibilities, it be- 
comes, clear to Uggims who is the guilty 
party and what he must do. 


The third act is a sort of tug-o-war be- 


tween the UTBU agent and the actor. J. 
Ffancis' efforts to get Uggims out of the 
way are dragged out; this could be cut to 
shorten the play and make its ending 
more effective. Even the cast seems to 
sense things are bordering on the boring. 
And the return of Anastasia and her boy

Dear Dorothy: How can I be sure that 


the instant decaffeinated coffee we use 
has as little caffein as represented on the 
label? Also, is there any difference in 
the percentage of caffein if the coffee is 
powdered or freeze dried? How is the 
caffein extracted and does it change the 
quality? — Mrs. William Benton. 


One thing you don't have to fret about 


is the percentage of caffein removed as 
listed on the label of such coffee. A Food 
and Drug Administration spokesman 
said: (a) There are many ways of check- 
ing something like this, and (b) the com- 
panies couldn't get their labels approved 
if they failed such a check. There is no 
difference in the amount of caffein 
whether the coffee is powdered or freeze 
dried. The caffein is removed before the 
coffee beans are roasted in a water ex- 
traction process. The la'ck of caffein does 
not affect the quality or taste. It all de- 
pends on your taste buds. Around here 
we drink regular coffee in tKe morning 
and that certain fellow is happy with his 
decaffeinated coffee at night. Since'he's 
the prize skeptic about everything, I'd 
say the stuff passes the tests. 


Dear Dorothy: May I add an amend- 


ment to your instructions on how to turn 
(reverse) a frayed shirt collar? The line 


of sewing on the right side of the collar 
should be on a curve or the collar will be 
worn through in a few wearings. Learned 
this through experience- 50 years ago. —

Yes, friends — it's spring! You can tell 


it because the desire to grub around in 
the soil becomes more intense when the 
snow melts enough to see the 
soft 


ground underneath. 


First of the wild things in the forest 


preserve to bloom is the skunk cabbage. 
(Look for it in boggy areas.) 


Those of you with bulbs planted near 


the house find the procession of early- 
risers: snowdrop^ followed by winter aco- 
nite, crocus, squill, then iris reticulata, 
'chronodoxa, kaufmanniana tulips — and 
then just about every blooming thing 
from there . . . 


Spring means that the grass shows 


green at the base of old leaves, and even 
when it snows, it is a fluffy snow that 
brings warm, wet air. Air masses smell 
different and every day is longer. 


Perhaps you feel (or think you feel) 


the sun's warmth again (especially in the 
car with the heater going). 


A CLOSE LOOK at a woody twig re- 


veals its many buds. Within these, the 
folded leaves and blossoms of spring 
have formed. Dead stalks of snakeroot 
and goldenrod line the forest preserve 
trail, but life is in their roots and seeds. 


Birds and frogs sing to defend their 


territory and attract mates. The birds re- 
turn — and reports of robins and Canada 
goose line the grapevine. 


If you are anxious for spring, start 


planting indoors and beat the odds. For 
lazy folks, there is nothing simpler than 
punch-and-grow. The more experienced 
(and dedicated) gardeners employ cold- 
frames or hot houses. • 


You can "build" your own hot house if 


you are not an experienced gardener and 
don't have a whole lot of money for gar- 
dening. This ingenious little idea I have 
in mind keeps the ground temperature 20 
to 30 degrees higher. It requires the use 
of a number of wire croquet wickets, en- 
circled with rows of plastic (looks like a 
U-shaped worm when you get through 
with it.) 


SOW SEEDS directly in the ground and 


set up your wicket greenhouse to have an 
edge on the season. 


Peas, a great cool weather crop, tra- 


ditionally planted on St. Patrick's Day 
would do well under a wicket. (My expe- 
rience with pea-sowing on Pat's Day has 
been one of flood or freeze-out, so I don't 
recommend it.) To get a bigger boost on 
peas, sprout seeds in a bowl of water 
before setting outside and dip all le- 
gumes (peas, beans, etc,) in nitrogen-fix- 
ing bacteria just before planting. You 
can buy the bacteria under the trade- 
name Nitragin or Legume-Aid at most 
good nurseries for about 35 cents. A 
great variety of peas for planting is Wan- 
do. 


Now the problem is to find a nice spot 


of ground for planting. .Everybody get 
out your hoe and ICEPICK!
